ELEMENTAL BILLS OF QUANTITIES 


HE correspondence given in our columns over the past few weeks dealing 

with elemental bills of quantities has ranged over so many aspects of the 

subject and points of detail that it may be useful to recapitulate the factors 
which have led to the development of this form of Bill. 

The most compelling factor is the public’s lack of confidence in the industry’s 
ability to forecast reasonably accurately the cost of a building. The frequent 
occasions when a tender differs substantially from an estimate are regarded as 
failures on the part of the professions. Nor is the public satisfied by merely 
obtaining a tender within an estimated sum; it has to be satisfied that the 
estimate is, in fact, reasonable for the quality and size of building demanded. 
Mr. Duncan Sandys’ recent request for an explanation of the high cost of flats 
is an example of the challenging questions which the building professions must 
face and for which only quantitative facts will be acceptable in reply. 

A second factor is the dissatisfaction with the present form of bill of quantities 
voiced by a number of important builders who regard the detailed programming 
of building operations as of the utmost importance. Such builders regard 
the bill of quantities as a document which, while still performing its primary 
function, should provide the data from which they can calculate and prepare a 
programme. 

Thirdly, some architects—and the architect is responsible for the cost of the 
building—complain that the bill of quantities, which forms the only source of 
cost knowledge at present available to the professions, is cast in such a form that 
it is comprehensible only to a quantity surveyor and an estimator—that it is 
not related to the terms in which they design and that this prevents an adequate 
feed back of information upon which they must rely if they are to design 
efficiently and without substantial variations. 

The first and third factors have led to the introduction of a method of cost 
analysis by elements and to cost planning, techniques which, it must be 
emphasised, are the really essential and important developments. The elemental 
bill of quantities is a logical outcome of these twin techniques, is of considerable 
convenience in preparing a cost analysis, and proposes a form of billing which 
may meet the needs of those architects and builders mentioned in the second 
and third factors. It is unfortunate, therefore, that it has aroused so much 
controversy as almost to cloud the real issues. 

This in brief is the background against which the pros and cons of elemental 
bills should be considered. Most, if not all, our correspondents—those who 
criticised and those who praised—di i i i 
elements they had formed their opinion. Having seen or heard of one type of 
elemental bill, they may not have realised that as yet there is no uniform list of 
elements or catalogue of elemental components for universal application. 
The architect’s choice of elements will depend upon his basis of comparison. 
The quantity surveyor will be influenced by his processes of ‘taking-off’ and the 
builder by his operational methods. With several experiments proceeding in 
different places at different times, and entirely unco-ordinated, it would be 
surprising if different interpretations did not arise. Where elemental bills have 
been prepared and used after joint consultation with architect, quantity surveyor 
and builder, there is no doubt that they can be, and are, of considerable assistance 
to all parties concerned and that it would be unwise not to proceed with their 
development. 

But, it is sometimes argued, the benefits claimed for elemental bills can only be 
obtained by accepting serious disadvantages. One of the major disadvantages 
is said to be that the method will produce larger bills because items will be 
repeated several times. This would involve greater expense for lithography, 
more time for the estimating process, and more irritation for the estimator, 
who would have to turn back pages, and would involve different prices for the 
same item. This is, of course, a natural reaction to the proposal, but one 
which on examination is more apparent than real. 

The first assumption which must go to the wall is that the usual trade bill does 
not repeat the same item. There are, no doubt, trade bills of this type, but a

large number contain items which do repeat and this must be taken into account 
when considering the number of recurring items in an elemental bill. The 
extent to which elemental billing need involve repetition of items was stated 
to be 2 per cent by Mr. King (November 9). Even if no allowance be made 
for the recurring items in a trade bill, this increase may be considered as more 
or less insignificant. 
lithography. In some bills the estimator’s irritation has been reduced by 
suitable references, and the fact that the same items may be priced differently in 
different elements is not regarded as a disadvantage, since the conditions 
affecting the items may well be different. For example, reduced brick work in 
external walls pierced with door and window openings could well deserve a 
different rate price from reduced brick work in plain internal partitions. 

Another major criticism is that elemental bills will adversely affect the 
method of taking off quantities and that the internal finishings are those usually 
quoted as the section affected. As has been previously mentioned, there is no 
uniform list of elements, and various selections have been made. It is no doubt 
true that certain selections might cause difficulty, but for school building, it 
seems, no difficulty has been encountered with the elements suggested in 
Building Bulletin No. 4, and Hertfordshire County Council claim that for their 
selection of elements no difficulty should arise if their guidance notes be 
followed; indeed, they repert that two firms of quantity surveyors state that no 
change is involved in taking off and that working up is simplified. Mr. Willis 
(November 23) did not suggest any difficulty to which he could object and Mr. 
Hill (November 30) after preparing his first elemental bill suggested a positive 
advantage. It can follow, therefore, that as far as the quantity surveyor is 
concerned, there is little or no change in the preparation of bills of quantities 
and that any additional time and cost required in writing an elemental bill is 
likely to be negligible. In this connection it may be worth referring to the 
suggestion that elemental bills have been prepared only or largely by public 
authorities. Without a careful survey it is not possible to know the exact 
position, but present information shows that eight firms of private quantity 
surveyors have prepared or are preparing elemental bills, while only four 
authorities have as yet done so.

St. James’s Park Bridge 


MANY will regret the loss of the cld 
bridge across the lake in St. James’s Pa k, 
whose fate has been sealed with tre 
announcement in the House of Commcas 
by the Minister of Works, Mr. Patrik 
Buchan-Hepburn, on December 4, that 
‘a contract for demolishing the existing 
bridge and erecting the new bridge his 
been let and preparatory work in the paik 
will start immediately.’ Nevertheless, «s 
our illustration shows, the graceful ard 
elegant lines of the new bridge, which has 
been designed by the Ministry’s Chief 
Architect, Mr. Eric Bedford, CVO, 
ARIBA, offer some consolation for the 
passing of one of the London parks’ best 
known landmarks. 

Earlier this year the Minister of Works 
told the Commons that he had accepted 
a bequest of about £23,000 from an 
anonymous donor for the provision 
of a new bridge in the park. A 
condition of the offer was that a start 
should be made on the work before the 
end of 1956 and the new bridge com- 
pleted by the end of 1957. The Minister 
also told the Commons that the existing 
bridge, built in 1857, was in need of 
major repairs and had to be given addi- 
tional supports when used by large 
crowds. The bequest could not be used 
to repair the old bridge. 

The first stage of the work, which was 
started on December 5, was the removal 
of turf preparatory to laying a sleeper

track for transport from Birdcage Walk 
to the lakeside to avoid interfering with 
the public’s use of the footpath.

High Buildings in London 


To the Editor of The Builder 


,1R,—Your leading article last week 
prompted some observations. In the 
first place, should not your title have been 
—* High’ Buildings in London? It seems 
hardly necessary to argue about a few 
storeys more or less on buildings which 
are mere toys compared with the high 
buildings of America. 

It is a mistake to suppose that a plot 
ratio of 5 to 1 can only be achieved satis- 
factorily by building towers on top of low 
‘podiums.’ On _ straightforward sites, 
fronting streets of adequate width, ordi- 
nary multi-storeyed buildings can easily 
provide the required floor space,-and in 
more convenient form. ‘Tower and 
podium’ designs are inspired, in most 
cases, by an architectural convention 
which is threatening to become tedious, 
but which some designers evidently find 
more suited to their taste and skill than 
that of the simple multi-storeyed block. 
Where circumstances demand a ‘tower 
and podium’ solution it is well to remem- 
ber the old rule that a tower achieves the 
maximum effect when it is seen to rise 
from the ground and is not cut off by 
lower buildings in front of it.

Quantity” Surveying and the USA 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—The article on the above subject 
(your issue of November 2) in 
which you discuss an article by the 
American Construction Institute, would 
seem to imply that the American building 
industry is ready to adopt a quantity 
system similar to our own. 
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While one can readily understand that 
such an event would please the American 
Construction Institute, I think the long- 
term benefits to the American building 
industry as a whole are extremely doubt- 
ful, that is—if our experience in this 
country is anything to go by. 

In your issue of February 2, 1951, you 
published a leading article entitled * The 
Quantity Surveyors’ Dilemma’ which | 
considered so important that I filed it 
for future reference. In the course of 
that article, after discussing the premature 
start of contracts, you continue: 

‘The dilemma is this: one of the most 
emphasised points in the Productivity 
team’s Report is that the Americans’ 
ability to press forward at once on a 
building project, with productive organi- 
sation geared to capacity, is the result of 
the presence of a full and fair set of 
drawings as from the word “go” and a 
specification replete, it is said, to the last 
screw.’ Why then does not the same 
state of affairs hold good in this country? 
Various opinions are mentioned—licens- 
ing difficulties, materials in irregular 
supply, the client’s vacillation, and so 
forth: all these, it is said, tend to retard 
definitive planning. 

But at the heart of the matter, invidious 
as it may appear to a profession so tech- 
nically efficient, we cannot disregard the 
fact that the quantity surveyors are primarily 
answerable. For consider: if we have to 
take the precise bill of quantities out of 
British contract procedure, what would be 
the first result? Without question it would 
be that the architect must, willy nilly, pre- 
pare a full and complete set of drawings 
and write a tight specification before he 
can consider going out to tender. Under 
present conditions he need do neither, for, 
if he has a bill of quantities, the specifica- 
tion is no longer regarded as a contract 
document, and he can rely on the quantity 
surveyor to see him ‘covered’ on the 
tender figure, despite incomplete or as yet 
unconsidered details in planning, equipment 
or finishings. . 

I am far from suggesting that the quantity 
surveyor is blameworthy for this state of 
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‘“‘ Everyone I met agreed 
with me about New Zealand 
House except one!” 








affairs; the blame—if we are to try to fix it— 
might rather be placed on those who, when 
the 1939 Form of Contract superseded the 
1931 Form, were responsible for dropping 
the specification as a contract document. 

These words apply with even greater force 
today, for licensing is gone and _ the 
materials position is greatly improved.

= IR,—When my Council make their 

report at the end of the year they 
will be able to say that the total of 
disputed fees recovered through the 
Institute—usually in conjunction with

We have not 
sought the role of ‘ fee-collecting agents ’: 
the hard facts of professional life have 
thrust it upon us. 

All professional bodies seek to serve their 
members in their own particular way. Some 
are primarily concerned with the main- 
tenance of proper academic standards: 
some with the more mundane but not less 
important bread-and-butter affairs of the 
profession. The Institute I have the honour 
to serve falls in the latter category and 
you may agree its record of service is 
impressive. 

We are much encouraged, too, by the 
results of our efforts to defend the private 
architect’s function—left practically unpro- 
tected by the Registration Acts. A great 
deal remains to be done by way of inform- 
ing the public that ‘architectural con- 
sultants,’ ‘consultants in architectural 
design’ and the like are not, in fact or in 
law, architects, but, thanks to the wide- 
spread co-operation of our members, we 
are making headway. 

The Institute of Registered Architects has 
a policy for the profession as a whole, but 
it also strongly believes in personal service 
to the individual member, on whose prsb- 
lems a great deal of our time and energy 
are expended.

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England’s Tribute to France 
To the Editor of The Builder 


,IR,—I have read with much inter st 
the notice of my booklet ‘ Englan : s 
Tribute to the Architects and Craftsn » 
of France’ in your issue of Novem ; 
23, and your comments on the t 
chapter relating to Westminster Abt . 
As readers will observe, the tribute in: x 
case relates only to the medieval per {| 
and not to the subsequent centuries ab 
which much more is generally known. 


The passage quoted from Prof. Lethal 
later volume on Westminster Abbey is ty 
cal of the misleading statements, devoid 
proot, made about Master Henry de Re | 
by a number of authors. Presumably, 
statements were only hopeful _ thinki. 
prompted by our natural desire to imag 
that the design of the beautiful Choir of «: 
Coronation Church and the Chapter Hoi s 
was entirely the work of Englishmen. \. 
far as I know the most impartial writer > 
this subject was Canon Westlake, who wri te 
two of the finest volumes on the Abb y, 
produced prior to the volume of the Roy ai 
Commission on Historic Monuments, but ie 
like the rest apparently overlooked a very 
Important point. 

All authors, so far as I am aware, have 
failed to appreciate the magnitude of tiie 
structural problems that arise when exce»- 
tionally high vaults are constructed. Perhaps 
they were unaware of the consequences of 
the ill-advised and disastrous experimenis 
at Beauvais Cathedral and elsewhere. Above 
all we must not forget that Westminster 
Abbey was the first building erected in Eng- 
land with vaults rising to a height of over 
109 ft. above pavement level. The erection 
of no other building, even remotely like it 
had ever before been attempted in this 
country. Such work could not be wisely en- 
trusted at the time to other than an experi- 
enced master mason, who had successfully 
directed similar work before. A mason en- 
gaged in directing such work in one of the 
great Cathedral churches of France would 
presumably have been regarded as highly 
eligible to undertake such work. In addition. 
we should observe that the flying buttresses 
of the Abbey resemble those of Rheims 
Cathedral, of which an illustration will be 
found in Plate 16. The name Henry de 
Reyns was most probably the anglicised 
version of Henri de Reims, as Canon West- 
lake believed. 

I think that you have ventured rather too 
far in expressing the opinion that, failing 
the discovery of further documentary 
records, such questions as these may never 
be settled. I think that, even without await- 
ing any further documentary evidence, a 
conclusion may now be reached that wili 
be sufficiently convincing to obtain the sup- 
port of most architects who are familiar 
with the structural problems that arise in 
connection with the design of exceptionally 
high-ribbed vaulting. It does not seem im- 
possible that some documentary evidence 
may be forthcoming eventually. Possibly 
one of the untranslated manuscripts of 
Matthew Paris or some other contemporary 
— may throw some further light on this 
matter.

HIS church, hall and vicarage were built to serve 

a newly developed area lying between Walsall 

and Willenhall. The surroundings had been levelled, 

leaving a high mound for the church site. Pedestrian 

access is by a flight of steps leading up the western 

slope of the mound, while a road for vehicles leads 
up to a car park on the east side of the building. 


There is a cairn on top of the hill commemorating 
the site of Bentley Hall where Charles II stayed during 
his flight after the battle of Worcester, and it was 
necessary to incorporate this cairn in the layout. 


The church seats 296 in the nave, 30 in the choir 
and 38 in the chapel, a total of 364. The hall seats 226. 
The 70 ft. high tower contains four bells; the south

wall is vertical, the north wall has a batter of | in. in 
4 ft., and the east and west walls a batter of 1 in. in 
18 ft. 

Construction—The church has a reinforced con- 
crete frame with piers at 18 ft. centres supporting a 
concrete roof consisting of two 4 in. thick inclined 
slabs. There are no trusses or ties, the outward 
thrust of the roof being resolved by triangular beams 
in the gable ends. There are three 12 in. dia. cruci- 
form shaped concrete columns between nave and 
aisle, to reduce the span of the north roof slab. The 
walls between columns are. of cavity brickwork and 
the roof is lined with woodwool slabs. The tower is 
of simple concrete frame construction, faced with 
brick and with slate louvres in the openings. 

























The chapel has a similar type of roof to the church 
except that the ridge slopes to suit the plan shape. 

The hall has load-bearing brick walls, except where 
there are steel stanchions between the big windows, 
steel roof trusses and purlins supporting timber 
rafters and insulating board. The vestry block and 
the vicarage have load-bearing brick walls and timber 
roofs. Settlement joints are provided between church 
and vestry block, and between church and hall. 


External Finishes—The walls are faced with hand- 
made golden buff bricks, and roofs, gutters and down- 
pipes are of copper. The concrete window mullions 
are faced with cast stone and the spandrels between, 
where they occur, are faced with Welsh slate. Bronze 
wall-ties and cramps were used throughout. The 
Diocesan shield over the main door is of aluminium, 
painted. 


Heating.—The church heating is by invisible panel 
warming in the floors, which are of a sandwich type 
with a vermiculite layer in the middle. Auxiliary 
heating by electric tubes is provided in the chapel, 
so that it can be warmed up quickly for weekday 
services. 

The rest of the buildings are heated by radiators, 
supplemented by blower heaters in the hall. All 
heating is from a boiler house below the sanctuary 
containing an oil-fired boiler. 


Cost.—The contract figure for the church, including 
tower, bells and all furniture except movable chairs 
was £25,054, excluding the organ. 

The figure for the three buildings was £39,793 
including the external flight of steps, paths, etc.

HE site is situated at the junction of the Bath 
Road (Maidenhead to London A.4) with Tuns 
Lane, Slough, and is a short distance from the centre 
of the town. The combined station serves the whole 
of the Slough area and surrounding district, and had 
to provide accommodation for four appliances and 
was to be staffed by a personnel of 36 firemen, requir- 
ing whole-time administrative, dormitory and recrea- 
tional facilities. In addition, locker provision for 
retained personnel had to be included. 

A further fundamental difference in the clients’ 
requirements was connected with the sleeping arrange- 
ments of the personnel. It was felt desirable that in 
order to minimise the danger factor associated with 
the use of sliding poles by personnel aroused from 
sleep, the dormitories should be placed on the ground 
floor and in the immediate proximity of the appliance 
room. 

The administrative portion of the ambulance 
station forms an integral part of the main block and 
comprises a control room, drivers’ room and dor- 





mitories for male and female staff. Messing facilitics 
are shared with the fire service. 

Construction: The appliance room and garages 
have a steel frame, while the remainder of the building 
is of a traditional nature with load-bearing brick - 
work. The first floor and flat roofs throughout are 
precast concrete units. The pitched roof to the twc- 
storey block is Stramit boards on T.D.A. roof trusses, 
and the garage roof is steel decking with woodwool 
slabs. The staircases are ccnstructed in concrete 
and the one in the main entrance hall comprises a 
spine beam with cantilevered teak treads. The 
appliance room doors are constructed in polished 
teak with Georgian wired glass panels and are con- 
trolled by hand-operated gear from the appliances. 
Horizontal centre-pivoted metal windows have been 
used throughout the major part of the building. 

Finishes : The facing bricks are a sandfaced hand- 
made Sussex brown and panels of facing slabs with 
Derbyshire white spar aggregate have been used. 
The finish to all roofs apart from the pitched roof is 
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three-layer bituminous felt 
with white spar chippings. 
The pitched roof is copper. 
‘Vitreflex’ stove-enamelled rain- 
water goods have been used 
which require no maintenance. 

Internally, walls and ceilings 
have been plastered and de- 
corated with emulsion paint 
and wallpapers. Floor finishes 
generally are thermoplastic 
tiles and quarry tiles. Iron- 
mongery is Wehag, with an 
anodised aluminium finish. 
Venetian blinds have been fitted 
to most windows. 

Cost: The contract figure 
for the combined station was 
£59,067, of which the fire 
station cost £44,659.

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SWISS URBAN 
DEVELOPMENTS

History of Towns and Present 
and Future Problems 


SWITZERLAND is one of the few 
"countries in Europe which does not 
contain a single city with a million popu- 
lation. But the limited size of Swiss towns 
has not come about as a deliberate matter 
of national preference; for, although it is 
true that Swiss citizens would go to con- 
siderable lengths to keep the size of their 
towns within reasonably human bounds, 
it is hardly likely that they might succeed 
where all others have so far failed, and 
limit urban growth in the face of strong 
social and economic forces to the con- 
(rary. 


hor can the smallness of the towns 
be attributed to the smallness of the 
country. There are three or four other 
European states not particularly larger 
than Switzerland, each of which can show 
one city with a million inhabitants. It 
is not simply a function of geographical 
conditions either. True the mountainous 
territory covering the southern half of 
Switzerland does not exactly encourage 
urban development. Yet towns have 
spring up even there, in valleys and 
aloagside lakes, when economic and com- 
me.cial stimuli operated. This century 
has seen some remarkable expansions in 
the Italian — and Romansch — speaking 
regions, where the very nature of the ter- 
ritory has encouraged the rapid develop- 
ment of hydro-electric schemes and 
tourism. Towns like Chur and Lugano 
have doubled and trebled their sizes in 
the past few decades alone, after cen- 
turies of stability. 


As for the German-speaking north- 
eastern part of the country, it is com- 
posed largely of the undulating plains be- 
tween the Rhine and the Alps, and to that 
extent the terrain offers no hindrance to 
the development of cities. It turns out 
to be, in fact, the dominant urban region 
of Switzerland, and during the boom 
period of town foundation in early medie- 
val Europe numerous settlements grew 
up or were established hereabouts. 


Here, indeed, we find our first clue to 
the restricted size of the Swiss city up to 
modern times. For this part of the Con- 
tinent seems to have produced more 
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Zurich was foundzd on the shores of its lake and early gained predominance among 


Swiss cities. 


It is now the country’s commercial and industrial city.

towns than could serve, and be ade- 
quately served by, their surroundings. 
‘the marketing of the agricultural pro- 
duce of the countryside and the provi- 
sion of manufactured goods for the 
peasants became divided between too 
many rival urban units, without any one 
town possessing superior means to give 
it ultimate predominance. Instead, there- 
fore, of just a few towns each enjoying 
a largish sphere of influence and expand- 
ing to ample maturity, dozens of settle- 
ments had to live a life of arrested de- 
velopment. 


A Multiplicity of Towns 


It was a long time before the united 
Switzerland that we know to-day was 
created. Up till then, the territory was 
divided between rival military lords or 
foreign powers. Even a great city like 
Basle, with its excellent geographical 
position at the crossroads of continental 
commerce and on the navigable Rhine, 
never became the giant metropolis that 
its natural advantages implied, because 
its situation at the meeting place of three 
frontiers divided its true economic hinter-

land between French, German and Swiss 
interests. 

The towns of Switzerland came into 
existence in response to many different 
demands. In such a mountainous coun- 
try it was only to be expected that the 
trade routes between Italy and Northern 
Europe should have followed well-de- 
fined valleys and crossed the major passes 
of Switzerland. Thus settlements sprang 
up on such trade routes, particularly on 
lakes and rivers at the gateways of the 
Alps and, like Lucerne, prospered accord- 
ing to the volume of ‘-affic which passed

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their way. Others commanded passes, 
such as Chur in the valley of the upper 
Rhine, where the Romans had early 
established a small settlement on a hill 
which became the nucleus of the full- 
grown medieval town. 


A number of towns were founded or 
adapted by local aristocracy as military 
strongholds on easily defendable sites, 
a perfect example of which is Berne, 
situated on a steep promontory in a 
horse-shoe bend of the River Aare. 
Others began life with church or monas- 
tic foundations, but developed subse- 
quently as centres of trade and 
commerce. By selecting a couple of the 


larger towns for closer study, we may 
note the various influences which have 
contributed to the varying rates of Swiss 
urban development

Lausanne 


Lausanne, with its 115,000 population, 
is the baby of the big cities—one of the 
leading five in Switzerland with popu- 
lation figures above 100,000. In_ the 
French-speaking region, it occupies a 
remarkable site on the foothills of the 
Jura, climbing from the suburb called 
Ouchy on the shores of Lake Geneva, 
up a steep slope to a point some 750 ft. 
above the level of the lake. It has thus 
become a city of stairways and grand 
viaducts crossing the deep narrow valleys 
which cleave the urban area; and its 
buildings often have foundations and 
retaining walls out of all apparent pro- 
portion to their size. 

The Lausanne of to-day started as a 
monastic centre on the upper slopes of 
its hill. But a thousand years before, the 
Romans had established a small port on 
the lakeside situated on a direct route 
to Gaul. This, however, did not survive 
the fall of the Empire as anything more 
important than a tiny fishing settlement, 
and it was the medieval foundation on 
the hill which formed the nucleus of the 
growing city. Soon it had become the 
market centre for the surrounding 
countryside. From that point, it might 
have developed into a major town, but 
during the succeeding centuries it fell 
into the hands of successive invaders. 


The townspeople did not suffer unduly 
from their long subjection and accepted 
the situation fairly passively: a passivity 
somewhat reflected in the appearance of 
the historic town districts. No great 
buildings or impressive monuments com- 
memorate political supremacy, commer- 
cial prosperity or artistic genius. The 
town style is ‘comfortable’ and homely. 
By the 19th century there was no par- 
ticular reason for any significant future 
expansion. However, Lausanne was made 
the capital of the region’s canton of 
Vaud, so an impetus was given to the 
erection of public and local government 
buildings. Not a major impetus, though, 
to great architecture; and the general 
style of these new buildings belonged 
to the neo-Classical and neo-Renaissance 
brand. 

By the beginning of the 20th century 
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Lausanne looked set for the role of »ro9.

Thus, a considerable proportio: of 
Lausanne’s activity and develop. at 
policy is concerned with the provs:on 
of sport and leisure amenities. And <.: ce 
1915, when it was chosen as seat o: ‘ie 
International Olympic Commit ice, 
Lausanne has proposed itself continu- 
ously as a venue for the Games. It inas 
striven to improve its facilities in ‘hat 
direction and its efforts reached their 
culmination in the grand Olympic 
Stadium (built between 1950-54), with 
its vistas across Lake Geneva and the 
Alps. Even the halls and buildings for 
the annual September Lausanne Trade 
Fair are readily convertible for indoor 
sports events on an international scale. 


The tendency in fact is to keep industry 
out of the city and its surroundings so 
that its amenities as an attractive tourist 
and games centre shall not be negated. 
In such conditions there is no reason 
why Lausanne should not continue its 
development as a sizeable and moderately 
prosperous city, while its relegation of 
large-scale industry and commerce to a 
poor second place will almost certainly 
guarantee that it never becomes a city 
of a million inhabitants. 


Zurich 


The case of Zurich is quite a different 
one. It has grown rapidly in the past 
few decades and the total conurbation 
has now reached the 400,000 population 
mark, which makes it far and away the 
largest city in the country. The inland 
port and commercial town of Basle is 
Switzerland’s second largest and at its 
maximum extent does not count a popu- 
lation exceeding 250,000 inhabitants. Like 


Lausanne, Zurich stands on a fairly large’ 


lake to the south, and climbs the hills 
on its flanks. But there the resemblance 
ends in almost every respect, historically, 
functionally, architecturally. 

Almost from the beginning of | its 
medieval foundation it became an 
industrial centre, mainly for the manuf ic- 
ture of silk. It soon enjoyed a consid:r- 
able prosperity and became a typical 
burgher and artisan town of the Mid: le 
Ages in contrast to other cities, like Ber:e, 
where the aristocratic element was in { 1¢ 
ascendancy. Again, whereas the period 
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of the Renaissance was one of absolute or 
comparative retrogression for many cities 
in north and west Switzerland — either 
through alien occupation, the decline of 
overland trade or internal strife as in the 
cases of Lausanne, Berne and Basle—this 
was an era of boom for Zurich. It bene- 
fited too from certain effects of the 
counter-Reformation in other countries, 
for hundreds of Protestant refugees 
immigrated to the tolerant atmosphere of 
Zurich and brought their industrial skills 
and techniques with them. They also put 
their stamp on the architecture of the 
growing town—a somewhat severe style 
of classical origin without decorative frill, 
which some critics have interpreted as 
anticipating the functionalism of the 
twentieth century, in contrast to the 
baroque exuberance of many neighbour- 
ing continental cities in that age. 

“here was a moment’s danger towards 
the end of the nineteenth century that 
Zu ich might share in the deplorable 
arciitectural excesses following the 
accumulation of wealth from_ the 
Incustrial Revolution. But the local

traditions of simplicity somehow pre- 
vailed before serious harm was done. As 
for mechanical industry itself, this was 
kept outside the town boundaries and in 
any case was mainly of the light quality 
craft-type rather than the mass-production 
of bulky goods. About this time, too, a 
planning board was set up, whose task 
was to see that expansion and develop- 
ment of the city took place in accordance 
with the natural site features in a way 
that would enhance rather than conceal 
them. 

The establishment of the Federal Poly- 
technic School in Zurich was also, of 
course, a most important event to influ- 
ence the city’s appearance. The Poly be- 
came the melting-pot of architectural 
theories and experiments from all over 
the world, and modified them to Swiss 
requirements with emphasis on the human 
being. This humanistic aspect determines 
the shape and style of a great deal of 
building, more than theoretical consider- 
ations, not only in Zurich but in Basle, 
Berne and many other growing Swiss 
towns. 
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For example schools, often in the past 
gigantic, are now designed (as_ they 
obviously should be) for children. Much 
favoured is the one- or two-storeyed 
pavilion style, amid gardens and spacious 
greenery for play and open-air classes. 
New hospitals aim to avoid, in their 
interiors, that depressing effect of same- 
ness in the corridors, wards and public 
rooms. But the Swiss love of tradition 
by no means implies architectural styles 
copied from history, as can be seen in 
many of the schools, hospitals, churches 
and houses built during the past two 
decades. 


Retaining the Human Scale 


Over the half-century of its housing 
activities the municipality of Zurich has 
always tried to keep the human-scale in 
mind. There, however, in common with 
most of the world’s rapidly expanding 
cities, it is meeting with difficulties. With 
the present high costs of building, low 
rent social housing usually means mass 
produced estates, unless there is a very 
heavy subsidy. Moreover, in considera- 
tion of the high land values of the inner 
city, the municipality has made it the 
policy to keep the number of land-ab- 
sorbing detached and _ semi-detached 
single-family houses and bungalows down 
as much as possible. This has led in- 
evitably to the usual alternatives: the 
restriction of such houses to the periphery 
of the urban area, and/or building high 
in the town centre. 

Zurich has accepted both methods, 
while striving to keep a sense of propor- 
tion in each case. Nevertheless the per- 
centage of single-family houses among 
new buildings has risen from 10 per cent. 
before the first World War to about 30 
per cent. now. And within the inner city, 
the first hochhduser have been erected 
since the recent war. Hochhduser, 
literally tall houses, are of two types: 
the Lamellenhaus of five or six storeys 
with wide frontage; and the taller Punk- 
thaus or Turmhaus with eight or nine 
storeys but a narrow frontage. They 
usually contain apartments of two or 
three rooms in all and are designed almost 
exclusively for the single person or child- 
less professional couple. The hochhaus 
forms are also used for industrial and 
commercial buildings. 

It is intended that they should be used 
sparingly and not as an answer from 
Heaven to satisfy landhunger, overriding 
all considerations of social comfort and 
urban aesthetics; they should never be 
built in masses, but used rather as accents 
in the general townscape. 

Though Zurich (and possibly Basle) 
falls into a class of its own among Swiss 
cities, as regards size and national status, 
it nevertheless illustrates the tendencies 
towards greater urbanisation in the cases 
of many smaller regional and historic 
towns: mainly in the German-speaking, 
but also in the Italian- and French-speak- 
ing areas. Bearing in mind, however, 
their national preference for moderation 
it is possible that the citizens may, like 
Lausanne, plump for the pleasant man- 
sized town, always within easy reach of 
attractive natural amenities, rather than 
- uncertain benefits of -metropolitan

HE 23-acre site slopes steeply down from the main road and then levels out. The Occupation Centre 
itself has been located centrally on the level part of the site so as to be surrounded by grass and trees 
on all sides. The bearing soil is hard clay and the walls of the building are carried on normal strip foundations. 
With the exception of the assembly/dining hall, which is steel-framed, the roof loads are taken on internal 
cross walls of 9-in. brickwork. External walls are mainly 11-in. cavity brickwork. Prestressed concrete 
roof units were chosen to achieve level ceilings uninterrupted 

by intermediate beams. 

The flat roofs consist of three-layer built-up bitumen felt 
roofing bonded to a vermiculite screed. The pitched roof to 
the hall has the same roof covering bonded to a screed on 2-in. 
woodwool slabs. __ External walling is in sandfaced brick or 
clad with vertical cedar boarding. All windows and some 
external doors are in rust-proofed steel. Other external doors are 
flush wood with solid cores. Ceilings are generally 4-in. insula- 
ting board. Walls are generally two-coat plasterwork. Floors 
to classrooms and corridors are in mastic asphalt. The hall 
has beech block flooring and the kitchen quarry tiles. The 
gross cost was £41,679.

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News of the Week 


Housing for Refugees 


J MMEDIATELY the news of the 
Hungarian tragedy became known the 
Young Women’s Christian Association of 
Great Britain and the World YWCA, in 
common with other voluntary organi- 
sations, began planning help for refugees. 
The British YWCA is providing emer- 
gency accommodation for large numbers 
of refugees in hostels, some of which are 
holiday hostels, especially re-opened for 
the occasion. 

The World YMCA/YWCA Refugee 
Services in Austria are working amongst 
the Hungarian refugees as they arrive, 
and Miss Hilda Pole, of Bromley, Kent, 
who has many years’ experience of refugee 
work, has been appointed World YWCA 
special representative for service with 
Hungarian refugees. Large numbers of 
Hungarians will have to stay for a time 
in the refugee camps, and there is a great 
need for pre-fabricated buildings for use 
as social centres. In response to an urgent 
request the British YWCA has already 
been able to ship a Uniport aluminium 
pre-fabricated building, thé generous gift 
of Messrs. Booth and Co. (England), Ltd., 
to be used at the camp at Salzburg, and 
a second hut of timber construction, given 
by Messrs. T. Barth and Co., will be dis- 
patched shortly. 


Sculptor as PRA 


Mr. CHARLES WHEELER, RA, who was 
elected President of the Royal Academy 
on Tuesday, is the first artist to be elected 
to this office as a sculptor. He follows 
Sir Albert Richardson, FRIBA, who was 
last year re-elected PRA at the age of 75. 

Mr. Wheeler, who was born at Wolver- 
hampton in 1892, had his first work 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1914, 
and was elected ARA in 1934. He 
was advanced to academician in 1940. 
Recently he has been working on further- 
sculptures for the new block of buildings 
now going up for the Bank of England 
near St. Paul’s Cathedral. In 1949 he 
received the gold medal of the Royal 
Society of British Sculptors.

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Gaps in Building ‘Know-How’ 


JOINT SYMPOSIUM AT PRESTON 


From a Correspondent 


GINCE the war each partner in the 
‘building industry, whether architect, 
builder or quantity surveyor, has been 
fully stretched to meet the ever-expand- 
ing programmes, bedevilled as they have 
been with problems arising from 
materials in short supply, the lack of 
qualified staff, difficulties of transport 
and other factors outside the control of 
the industry itself. Whilst each partner 
is fully conscious of his own difficulties, 
and indeed of his own shortcomings, he 
sees them on the whole only through 
his own eyes. His consciousness of the 
difficulties that confront the other two 
partners is dim and vague because, in the 
fast tempo of present conditions, there 
is never the opportunity for all three to 
sit down and discuss them together. The 
joint meetings that do occur are pri- 
marily concerned with particular jobs or 
immediate problems, and take place 
under the tension of urgency. 

With the object of providing oppor- 
tunity for a mutual approach to the 
problems that beset the industry, and to 
see if a combined effort might disclose 
‘what is on the other side of the hill,’ 
the Preston, Blackburn and District 
Society of Architects decided to take the 
initiative and invited the North Western 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers and the Lancashire, Cheshire 
and Isle of Man Branch of the RICS to 
join with them in a weekend symposium 
to study these problems in the relaxed 
country-house atmosphere of the College 
of Further Education at Alston Hall, set 
in the beautiful surroundings of the 
Ribble Valley. 


The title of the symposium was Gaps 
in Building Know-How, for all branches 
of the industry cannot but admit 
that there are gaps of which each is 
deeply conscious. The catalyst for the 
discussions was two talks by Mr. ERIc 
Birp, MBE, MC, ARIBA, of the Build- 
ing Centre, who dealt with the present 
sources of information that are available, 
and then gave a dissertation on some of 
the newer materials and _ techniques 
which have emerged. The other three 
speakers, drawn from each branch of 
the industry, spoke on the present prob- 
lems as seen from their own particular 
point of view and each talk was followed 
by an extremely animated discussion. 


‘Collaboration Brings Problems’ 


After introductory remarks by Mr. 
Tom Mellor, BArch, ARIBA, AMTPI, 
President of the Architect hosts, the first 
of the talks was given by MR. GRENFELL 
Baines, ARIBA, AMTPI, who under- 
lined the essentials of a combined 
approach to the problems of the build- 
ing industry. ‘Collaboration,’ he said, 
‘brings problems, not only technical but 
human, particularly to the builder as he 
brings to actuality the solution which the 
architect has evolved to meet the needs 
of the building owner. As the well- 
understood traditional building tech- 


niques fail to meet the increased 
demands made on them, outside special- 
ists are called in to expand the building 
potential. 

‘Until and unless the builders are able 
to tackle all these new developments 
themselves with equal quality and 
service, declared the speaker, ‘the 
specialists are here to stay, bringing 
complications of control and _  co- 
ordination. The education of the young 
builder at present does not prepare him 
for this extended range of building types 
and appears to be still dominated by the 
principles of how a thing is done rather 
than why it is done. Understanding of 
this basic condition provides a jumping- 
off ground for any new development as 
it arises.’ 

Architects asked too much of the 
builder, thought Mr. Baines. Was there 
a way—perhaps standardisation of 
certain parts—which would cut down the 
number of solutions ? A joint study of 
specific danger spots—eaves, ridges, cills 
and heads—suggested a likely start— 
perhaps even the development of a local 
vernacular. The possibilty of a joint basic 
training for all sides of the industry was 
received with equal warmth by architect, 
builder and quantity surveyor alike. 


Problems of Disseminating Data 


Mr. ERIc BIRD, in a very comprehen- 
sive survey of the sources of information 
available to the industry, disclosed such 
a formidable array that inquirers may 
well be forgiven for confusing their 
separate functions and fields of activity. 
It certainly explained, he said, the 
exasperation caused by disappointing 
replies which had probably been sent to 
the wrong authority. 

* The potential of these establishments,’ 
Mr. Bird continued, ‘is often necessarily 
divided between pure research and the 
dissemination of information in a form 
easily digestible to the lay mind. The 
traffic inwards is almost entirely of com- 
plaints, often with insufficient data, whilst 
notes of successful experiences seemed to 
be considered unworthy of report. There, 
is a need for interpretation in both direc- 
tions; on the one hand to ensure that 
queries go to the right place in a form 
which will enable a complete answer, and 
on the other hand that valuable scientific 
data be not obscured in jargon and 
formulae incomprehensible to the man 
on the job,’ he concluded. 

The subsequent discussion seemed to 
reveal a desire for some sort of link-man 
rather than a series of Building Centres— 
possibly district information officers 
based on selected technical schools and 
having additional responsibility for 
libraries and materials bureaux. 

Mr. BirpD’s second talk pinpointed that 
the cost of building materials was essen- 
tially the labour in fashioning them and 
the transport to the job, with the likeli- 
hood of more and more mechanisation 
to reduce production costs. A series of 
well-chosen slides and an exhibition of 
some of the new materials focused 
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attention on the expanding field of 
development. 


The Builder's Viewpoint 


The problem as seen by the builder 
was put by Mr. H. S. Oppre, President 
of the Institute of Builders, who 
examined very carefully the architect- 
builder-and-nominated-sub-contractor re- 
lationship, emphasising that a building 
was essentially a team product. He 
analysed the incomers, ranging from 
financiers managing a series of sub-con- 
tractors—the ‘brass platers,’ so called, 
who were not truly builders at all—to the 
young beginner for whom educational 
facilities were by no means geared to the 
modern tempo. 


‘The knowledge and experience of 
building work, whether traditional or 
new as tomorrow, is not,’ he said ‘the 
whole of the builder’s task, and control 
of progress and persons is vital for 
success. In particular, the control of 
specialists by the contractor would be 
greatly eased by more thoughtful support 
by the architect.’ 

The thorny issue of the all-in builder/ 
architect service with its attendant 
dangers to both parties, and possible 


. advantage to the building owner, poised 


a problem of which the whole implica- 
tions are not yet in a form permitting 
complete consideration, Mr. Oddie con- 
cluded. 

Discussion on the nomination of a sole 
contractor with its advantages, at present 
receiving much publicity, revealed that 
on the whole there was normally a 
preference amongst builders for limited 
competition between firms of comparable 
standing. The football world with its 
systems of divisions suggested a proto- 
type, though the method of grading would 
require careful thought, some speakers 
thought. 


The Quantity Surveyor’s Part 


The technical complexity, the impati- 
ence of the client and the volume of 
present-day programmes compel the 
architect to employ consultants for work 
at one time entirely carried out within his 
own office. Of these consultants the 
quantity surveyor, the specialist in £ s. d., 
must be in at the very start, Mr. F. B. 
Stmcock, ARICS, said. He was quite 
sure that that would also simplify the 
quantity surveyor’s own work during 
billing, because he already had the 
answers to the queries which might - 
normally be expected to arise. ‘That 
necessary evil, the approximate estimate, 
is required in a first form to assess the 
financial possibility of the project,’ said 
the speaker,—‘ and, unhappily, this is the 
estimate that usually sticks in the mind 
of the building owner. The second 
approximate estimate is a forecast to the 
tender, and both form a delicate balance 
between a backlog of accurate records 
and the intuition that comes from 
experience. 

‘Whilst the earliest cost comparisons 
are to test alternative planning solutions, 
the later and more detailed ones are to 
test alternative types of’ construction, 
finishes and services, Mr. Simcock con- 
tinued. ‘Cost analysis as a method of 
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approximate estimating suffers from the 
same snags as any other single price 
system, foot cube or foot super, and, 
whilst suitable for a series of similar 
buildings, is not capable of expansion 
when based on a particular item. It can 
only be as true as any average, as true as 
the average man. 

‘The primary function of the bill 
remains as the basis of a. tender and a 
schedule of prices. The “ elemental bill ” 
is an extension of the system of cost 
analysis and elements, for which it is 
claimed that elemental costs are immedi- 
ately available when the priced bill is 
returned, but this information can in any 
case be made available very easily with- 
out the complication of upsetting the 
current and well-tried system of billing by 
trades. The aim must be to make the 
bill really intelligible both to the estima- 
tor and the man‘on the job and, with this 
in view, the bill must be amplified by 
notes and sketches and item-grouped for 
easy reference. There is no doubt that 
pricing is definitely affected if the docu- 
ments are too complex,’ Mr. Simcock 
concluded. 

In conclusion, a brilliantly analytical 
summary was made by MR. GRENFELL 
Baines. In it he drew particular atten- 
tion to the way each branch of the 
industry had fearlessly exposed its own 
difficulties to the possibility of criticism 
by the other two pariners, and pointed 
out how the response to this attitude had 
been the very closest attention and deep 
understanding. The confidence he 
expressed that this joint approach would 
form the basis of enhanced co-operation 
locally, was warmly endorsed by all sides 
of the meeting.

Annual Conference to be 
Inaugurated, 1957 


MPHE Council of the Royal Institution of 

Chartered Surveyors have decided to 
inaugurate an annual conference. It will be 
held for the first time in 1957, and will be 
at Nottingham, where facilities have been 
kindly offered by the University, from July 
16-20. 

The provisional programme states that the 
main theme chosen for this occasion is the 
changing British economy and its effect on 
land ownership and development. The 
Conference will offer to all members of the 
Institution opportunities for debate and dis- 
cussion on important contemporary prob- 
lems. Three main addresses will be given, 
one of which will be given on the opening 
day by an eminent guest speaker, another on 
the following day by an eminent member, 
and the third on the next day by the winner 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Gold Medal 
and Prize. Details of the competition for the 
Gold Medal and Prize are given in a separ- 
ate announcement. Apart from these main 
addresses, which will be of general interest 
to all members, there will be sessions on the 
last two days of the Conference for papers 
and discussions on specialist subjects. There 
will be a full programme of social events. 
Members and their ladies may stay during 
the Conference in the University halls of 
residence. Members who wish to reside out- 
side the University are advised to make 


reservations at once, since hotel accommo- 
dation is limited. All members, whether 
or not they wish to reside in the University, 
are invited to complete and return to the 
Secretary as soon as possible the reservation 
form which has been issued. 


New Gold Medal and Prize for 
Research Work 


A NEW award for research and original 

work has been announced by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. It 
takes the form of a gold medal and a prize 
of 100 gns., which will be awarded annually 
to the author of a paper chosen to be read 
at the annual conference. 

The competition is open to all persons 
ordinarily resident in the British Common- 
wealth or in the Republic of Ireland. 

A short list of subjects will be specified 
each year, and the choice of these subjects 
will be related to the main theme of the 
conference. In 1957 the theme will be the 
changing British economy and its effect on 
land ownership and development. The 
subjects chosen on this occasion are: 

(1) Capital formation and land value—This 
subject is limited to the investment of capital 
in buildings, houses, roads and other forms of 
improvements to land ; and the relationship now 
and in the past between the monetary costs of 
the investment of this capital and the monetary 


value of proprietorships in the land and the 
capital formed upon it. 

_ Q) Political theory and land ownership.—The 
influence of the theory of private property and 
the theory of communal property now and in 
the past upon British landownership systems 
and principles of Jand tenure; and the signifi- 
cance of current theories for future change. 

(3) Technical progress and land tenure.—The 
manner in which different systems of land tenure 
now and in the past have helped or hindered 
development in agriculture, industry, commerce, 
construction of buildings and transport. 

(4) The contribution to economic and social 
development of surveys of land and natural re- 
sources.—The work of surveyors, geographers, 
geologists and other scientists in exploration, 
discovery of natural resources, surveying and 
map-making and their contribution to economic 
and social development. 

Entries for the 1957 gold medal and prize 
must be sent by not later than May 7, 1957, 
to the Secretary, The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, 12 Great George- 
street, Westminster, London, SW1. 


COMPETITION NEWS 
Leith Fort Housing, Edinburgh 


EDINBURGH HOUSING COMMITTEE has 
decided to recommend the Corporation 
to promote an architectural competition 
for the development by multi-storeyed 
flats of the Leith Fort area. It recom- 
mends that the competition should be 
confined to architects practising on their 
own account or employed by firms with 
experience in the construction of multi- 
storeyed flats. 

The City Architect, Mr. Alex Steele, 
FRIBA, asked to express his views at the 
Housing Committee’s meeting, said that he 
had always worked on the assumption of the 
Fort Leith development being done in his 
department; his sketch plans were practically 
ready. 

Cir. A. G. Ingham said that he thought 
there were no architects outside the City 
Architects’ departments of Edinburgh and 
Glasgow who had experience in multi- 
storeyed flats, and he felt that architects with 
this experience should be allowed to take 
part. 
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PROGRESS IN DESIGN 


CoID’s Annual Report 


BY far the most important event in 1956 

for the Council of Industrial Design 
was the opening of the Design Centre. The 
11th annual report of the CoID, for the year 
ended March 31 last, now published, reviews 
the large amount of preparatory work done 
throughout that year to turn the Design 
Centre from an idea into a reality. 


As the report says, ‘The main effort was 
concentrated on selling to industry the idea 
of this selective shop window, on encourag- 
ing manufacturers to bring out new designs 
to compete in world markets, and on per- 
suading the home market to show and buy 
things of better design. Good design, the 
report adds, cannot be for export only. 


Without the support of the Government, 
the Centre could not have been launched; 
and the report pays special tribute to the 
work done by the Board of Trade and the 
Ministry of Works, 


Despite increased work in preparing the 
Design Centre, the CoID maintained its 
other activities at a high level during the 
year. Selective displays for eight exhibitions 
overseas were arranged, at the request of the 
Board of Trade, COI, British Embassies 
abroad and other bodies. 


The biggest of these was for the Canadian 
National Exhibition, Toronto, where the 
CoID organised a selective display of over 
500 items for the third year running. Smaller 
displays were sent to fairs in Brussels, Stock- 
holm, Zagreb, Berlin and Copenhagen. Per- 
haps the most complex operation was the 
furnished flat shown at H55, the Inter- 
national Exhibition in Helsingborg, Sweden. 
Britain was invited to send an exhibit, but 
as no official funds were forthcoming it 
looked very much as though Britain would 
be unable to show its achievements in in- 
terior design and furnishings. However, at 
the instigation of Sir Kenneth Lee, a fund 
was opened to raise voluntary contributions 
to meet the cost. This appeal was successful 
and the CoID was asked to organise the 
British exhibit. This caused widespread in- 
terest and gained international prestige and 
Press comment for British design. 


The number of requests for recommenda- 
tions of designers made to the ColID’s 
Record of Designers reached a new peak in 
the period. Altogether 547 inquiries were 
dealt with, as against 386 in the previous 
year. 


Educational work by the CoID continued. 
The success of the Design Appreciation Ex- 
periment begun five years ago in three 
schools by the LCC in collaboration with 
the CoID has now led to its widening to 
cover 13 schools and two training colleges. 


Advice on school furniture and furnishings 
continued to be sought from the CoID by 
local authorities; a survey of school furni- 
ture was carried out on behalf of the CoID 
Scottish Committee, which held a one-day 
conference on the subject last March. 


Demands on the ColID’s Lecture Panel 
for single lectures and planned courses con- 
tinued at a high rate; 186 requests were re- 
ceived covering a total of 363 lectures.

TOWN BUILDING IN History. By Frederick 
R. Hiorns, FSA, FRIBA, RIBA, Dist’n 
TP (London: George G. Harrap & Co. 
Ltd.) Price 65s. net. 


N this handsome volume Mr. Hiorns, a 
distinguished architectural scholar and 
writer and a former Chief Architect of the 
London County Council, gives ‘an outline 
review of conditions, influences, ideas and 
methods affecting “ planned” towns through 
five thousand years.’ The treatise is divided 
into seven sections: I Antiquity; II The 
Middle Ages to the Renaissance; III Transi- 
tion: The Classical Revival—the Vitruvian 
Cult; IV The Mediaeval—Renaissance Age 
to ‘Modern’ Times; V The Industrial Age 
and its Results; VI The Present Day in 
Britain—some Facts and Suggestions; and 
VIL Epilogue—the Culture of Cities. There 
are two appendices: I Some facts bearing on 
Village Conditions and Housing Congestion, 
and II A Supplementary Note on ‘ Housing 
for the Common man.’ 

The book, which runs to nearly 450 
pages, includes over 500 illustrations of 
great variety and interest—plans, photo- 
graphs, drawings and engravings of towns 
and buildings through the ages—all beauti- 
fully reproduced. The text, as one would 
expect from Mr. Hiorns, is admirably lucid 
and, notwithstanding the need for compres- 
sion, provides a wealth of essential informa- 
tion of great value and interest alixe to the 
professional man, the student and _ the 
general reader. 

Not the least interesting parts of the 
book are the Epilogue and Appendices, in 
which Mr. Hiorns summarises his conclu- 
sions and shows something of what has 
been done in our own time in housing and 
town planning to improve the living con- 
ditions of the common people. So far as 
the future of architecture is concerned, he 
is no lover of ‘facile fancies from which 
recognisable design, or even _ intelligible 
intention, is often absent,’ and puts in a 
good word for the ‘“ Georgian” manner 
of building that lapsed in the nineteenth 
century.” We may return to it, but there is 
little sign of that at the moment. 

The book is a _ really remarkable 
achievement—the fruit of a lifetime’s study 
and practical experience—on which the 
author is to be warmly congratulated.

SOUTH GERMAN BAROQUE. By T. H. Bur- 
rough. Pp. 40. Illustrated. (London: 
Alec Tiranti, Ltd.) Price 18s. 


(THE author has chosen for his study a 

group of ten typical Baroque and 
Rococo churches situated within 50 miles 
of the Bavarian city of Ulm. They are 
Obermachtal, Weingarten, Ettel, Wies, 
Steinhausen, Birnau, Zwiefalten, Otto- 
beuren, Rott am Inn, and Wiblimgen. Though 
he may be justified in stating that they are 
comparatively unknown to English tourists, 
he rightly mentions the excellent publication 
Germany: Cathedrals and Churches, 
recently issued by the Deutsche Zentrale fur 


Fremdenverkehr, in which at least six of the 
ten are illustrated and described. He also 
cites Sitwell’s two books on German 
Baroque; but not the long series of articles 
(including three on Germany and Austria) 
by M. S. Briggs in The Builder of 1912-13, 
which afterwards appeared as a_ book, 
Baroque Architecture (published in English 
by Fisher Unwin in 1913 and in German, 
published by Baumgiartel in 1914). He might 
also have mentioned the memorable exhibi- 
tion of ‘Rococo Art from Bavaria’ at the 
Victoria and Albert Museum in 1954. 


His volume provides a convenient and 
readable guide to the limited number of 
churches which he has chosen. The rough 
sketch-plans, drawn to a uniform scale, are 
valuable for their revelation of the dramatic 
and original planning for which the period 
is famous. Besides a description of each 
church, he furnishes a list of the principal 
architects and craftsmen who worked in the 
locality; and a slight introductory essay on 
the origin of Baroque. The distinction be- 
tween Baroque and Rococo is very vague, 
especially in South Germany, and here he 
leaves us guessing; but most of the examples 
illustrated are as much Rococo as Baroque. 
The 54 photographic illustrations give a 
very fair idea of a remarkable phase of 
architectural development.

THE New BasraH. A Survey and Plan- 
ning Report for the Basrah Municipality. By 
Max Lock. Obtainable from Max Lock and 
Partners, 109, Great Russell-street, WC1. 
Price 2 gns. 


EARS ago—many more than I care to 
remember—I spent almost three years 

in Basrah. I had come straight from New 
Delhi imbued with Lutyens’s ideals and filled 
with his enthusiasm. An energetic and en- 
lightened GOC--L-of-C, bred in the 
Kitchener tradition, decreed that the Base 
Area should be ‘town planned,’ and with 


another enthusiastic planner, I prepared_ 


wonderful schemes for changing the face of 
Basrah, Ashar and Margil. It is probably 
fortunate that most of these schemes did not 
materialise! 

During recent visits to Iraq I have heard 
talked about the Basrah Town Planning of 
Mr. Max Lock and Partners, and I am glad 
to have an opportunity to examine and ap- 
preciate Mr, Lock’s proposals, shown in this 
book. Mr. Lock emphasises the charm and 
character of Basrah, and with reservation I 
agree with him. It is really an Arab not a 
Turkish town, which, under 500 years of 
erratic domination, has acquired a certain 
amount of Turkish feeling, whilst jealously 
retaining its Arab character. The whole area 
is level and intersected by tidal creeks, which 


‘irrigate the many gardens and palm and fruit 


trees and function as the town sewers. 
Houses and industry are now absorbing these 
garden lands. It is excellent, therefore, to 
learn that the local Government is deter- 
mined upon correct and careful planning. 
so that the unique beauty and character of 
the town are retained. I do not like the 
term. ‘civic surgery,’ but if I understand 
aright, Mr. Lock is to apply the knife care- 
fully and delicately. The Master-Plan shows 
an excellent network of new main roads, and 
inside the areas encircled by these roads the 
development proposals show the intention 
to retain many of the quiet alleyways and 
narrow streets which are characteristic of 
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an Arab town. This treatment is well illus- 
trated in Diagram 6. 

There is no existing building of archzo- 
logical interest, and few, if any, of architec- 
tural merit in Basrah. Most, if not all, 
have been built, and poorly built, within the 
last century and are nearing the end of their 
useful life. By their destruction, therefore, 
little of vital intérest is lost to posterity, ex- 
cept their romantic appearance. Modern 
Iraqi opinion may be inclined to abolish 
sentiment and do away with old-fashioned 
architecture. In a young country, filled with 
national enthusiasm, such a feeling is under- 
standable, but some of the perspective 
sketches in the book under review indicate 
new buildings unsuited to the Basrah climate 
in architectural treatment and sentiment, de- 
void of any affinity to the town of the Arab. 
Point block flats do not transplant well to the 
plains of Iraq, and with a maximum soil 
loading of one-half ton per square foot are 
unlikely to be economical to build. I do 
not advise introducing the architectural ana- 
chronisms seen in Cairo, but still less do I 
advocate the point blocks of Putney. 

Sarifa development, which is really the 
haphazard construction by ‘squatters,’ is a 
tremendous difficulty which every town 
planner in the East must face. The natural 
tendency, as indicated in this report, is to 
sweep such buildings away. I have lived in 
a Sarifa, and I agree that a much better 
lodging could well be found; but until edu- 
cation moves the people to better ideals and 
standards of life, Sarifas provide the basic 
essential requirements of habitation. 

I venture to suggest that the preparation 
of a town survey—and Max Lock has pre- 
pared a most admirable one—and the pro- 
duction of a Master Plan—and the one be- 
fore me is sound and sensible—are only half 
of the problem. The other—and possibly 
the greater—half is to modernise without im- 
posing foreign ideas, to create a new town 
without destroying the sentiment of the old, 
and to produce beauty by the development 
of the traditional and indigenous art and 
feeling of the country.

BYZANTINE ARCHITECTURE AND DECORATION. 
By the Rev. Dr. J. Arnott Hamilton. 
Second Edition. Pp. 302. Illustrated. 
(London: B. T. Batsford Ltd.) Price 42s. 


Pus book, of which the first edition was 

published in 1933, originated in a 
thesis written 20 years earlier for an Edin- 
burgh University doctorate. It has long been 
recognised as a standard work, and was well 
worth reprinting. Moreover, in this field 
of scholarship, as elsewhere, much research 
has taken place since 1933. This fact is 
evident throughout the book as well as in 
the excellent bibliography. Revision has 
been drastic, and a great deal of the text has 
been entirely rewritten. 

Not many authors have either the patience 
or the determination to treat an already suc- 
cessful volume with such Spartan severity. 
Even the general scheme of the work has 
undergone remodelling; and there is a whole 
new chapter on the domed churches of 
Aquitaine. Scholars have long disputed 
whether these churches should be regarded 
as Byzantine; but the author, after studying 
them on the spot, considers that, because 
‘their basic inspiration is from the East,’ 
they ‘must be brought within the orbit of 
Byzantine Architecture.’ The description of 
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the remarkable little Carlovingian church of 
Germigny-des-Prés (805-811) near Orleans 
has been amplified, as has the description of 
St. Mark’s at Venice. More difficult to 
classify are the Arabo-Romanesque-Byzan- 
tine churches of Sicily and Southern Italy. 
The sections dealing with Armenian, 
Syrian, and Coptic churches and their origins 
have all been revised te accord with recent 
research. Of Greece, the author rightly 
remarks that ‘there is no land richer in By- 
zantine churches’; and that many in Athens 
“were unhappily destroyed in the third 
decade of the nineteenth century.’ He men- 
tions new. theories of their Oriental origin, 
and has amplified his descriptions of Mistra 
and Mount Athos. The same applies to the 
sections dealing with examples in the various 
Balkan countries and in Russia. In his 
revised account of Russian architecture he 
explains the interesting origin of the bulbous 
dome, introduced to throw off snow. The 
number of illustrations in the book has been 
increased and their quality improved.

London : The Technical Press Ltd.) 
Price 34s, 


THE AMERICAN side of the trans-atlantic 
trend of ‘do it yourself’ has produced a 
very useful book for the library of the car- 
penter. This book has been produced in an 
attractive way. It presents fundamentals 
for the conventional application of car- 
pentry to the amateur enthusiast ; and also 


is designed for the tradesman. For the lay- 
man it unfolds the principles in simple 
terms, for the apprentice who would wish 
to become a skilled craftsman it offers 
sound instructions, and for the master car- 
penter it combines a diversity of coverage 
with detailed accuracy to provide a valuable 


reference work. This book is a_ very 
interesting insight to American methods and 
ways of carpentry and should prove to be 
a very useful work of reference to all 
those associated with the craft. It is full 
of necessary diagrams, drawings and photo- 
graphs. 


FUNDAMENTALS OF CARPENTRY, Volume 2, 
Practical Construction. By Walter E. 
Durbahn, BS, MA. Pp. 512. Illustrated. 
(Chicago: American Technical Press. 
London: The Technical Press Ltd.) 
Price 42s. 


THIS Is the second volume in the series 
and deals with practical construction up to 
building a timber house. Each phase of con- 
struction is discussed, from the excavating 
to the finishing, in the sequence in which the 
work is completed. The emphasis is on the 
practical side of things throughout the book, 
and drawings are shown that in some cases 
will give the layman a better idea of the 
construction than seeing the finished build- 
ing. A complete set of eight working draw- 
ings in blue print form is included as an 
integral part of the book. An interesting 
chapter is included on home construction 
trends (American), which of course although 
not so applicable in this country will be 
found very useful. This particular chapter 
deals mostly with remodelling existing parts 
of houses and some interesting ideas on the 
design of interiors thus result. 


PRACTICAL PROBLEMS IN SOIL MECHANICS. 
By Henry R. Reynolds, AMInstCE, and 
P. Protopapadakis, AMInstCE. (Second 
Edition). Pp. 205. (London: Crosby 
Lockwood and Son, Ltd.) Price 18s. 


THE AIM of the authors has been to 
present in as simple a form as possible the 
application of soil mechanics methods to 
practical problems such as may occur from 
day to day in the experience of the practis- 
ing engineer. The essential features of soil 
mechanics studies have been collated and 
crystallised, omitting mathematics where 
possible and avoiding the analytical 
approach to the solution of problems. The 
authors state that it is hoped that the book 
will bridge to some extent the gap which 
exists between the text book and the use of 
such theories in actual practice. An interest- 
ing chapter has been included on soil 
stabilisation for roads and airfields. A very 
useful bibliography and also a_ subject 
index are included at the end of the book. 


BUILDING SitE ManuaL. Edited by E. 
Drury, BA, ARIBA. Pp. 180. (London: 
George Newnes Ltd.) Price 12s. 6d. 


THiS BOOK has been designed to assist 
those concerned with building site organisa- 
tion and supervision, particularly clerks of 
works, general foremen and architects’ site 
assistants. It gives practical advice on site 
office routine and inspection of work in pro- 
gress, as well as on preliminaries and setting 
out, building lines, site surveys and measure- 
ment of existing buildings. It contains par- 
ticulars, in a form easy to follow, of the 
building (safety, health and welfare) regula- 
tions applicable to all building sites. The 
section devoted to technical data will be 
found a most useful means of quick 
reference for those needing information on 
building materials, dimensions and weights 
of standard products. It is in handy size 
to fit the pocket. 


SIMPLIFIED DESIGN OF STRUCTURAL STEEL. 
By Harry Parker, MS. Pp. 244. (New 
York: John Wiley and Sons. London: 
Chapman and Hall.) Price 46s. 


THE PURPOSE of this, the second edition, is 
to present clearly and concisely the funda- 
mental principles upon which the design of 
structural steel members is based. The 
author has assumed that the reader is 
unfamiliar with the subject and consequently 
the discussions advance by easy stages, 
beginning with problems relating to simple 
direct stresses and continuing to the more 
involved examples. Much value has been 
added to the book by the solution of prac- 
tical examples. The examples are followed 
by problems to be solved by the student.

Annual Luncheon 


Sir THomMAS BENNETT, KBE, FRIBA, 
speaking at the annual luncheon of the Lon- 
don Master Builders’ Association, Central 
Area No. 3, at the Connaught Rooms, Lon- 
don, on December 11, said he thought that 
in the future a man with a higher standard 
of intelligence should be attracted to the 
industry as in America, where the craftsmen 
were of a higher calibre, and earned a far 
higher salary accordingly. The rewards in 
building, he said, must go to hard work, and 
eventually the general public would accept 
the industry as one of skill. 

Mr. K. C. F. Foster, President of the 
LMBA, spoke of the expected cost-of-living 
increase in operatives’ wages in February, 
saying that this must suffice, as a further 
increase in costs would be disastrous to the 
industry. Increases must come only as a 
reward for output. Employers could assist 
in this aim by improving their methods. 

Mr. Foster roused his listeners when he 
suggested that architects shauld have access 
to the dimensions and abstracts of the - 
quantity surveyors, not, he said, with a view 
to discovering short listed articles but toward 
eliminating excessive elemental bills. Refer- 
ring to the prospects of the industry, the 
speaker said that some slackening was — 
unavoidable, but unless there was a major 
upheaval in the country as a whole, in the 
long term prospects were good.

A Talk at the Housing Centre 


(COMMENTS by a sociologist on the 

neighbourhood unit principle in town 
and country planning in this country 
were given to a Housing Centre meeting 
recently by Mr. Perrer COLLISON, 
tutor in sociology, Oxford University 
Delegacy for Social Training. 

Mr. Collison explained that he had 
done a certain amount of research into 
the matter of the neighbourhood unit, a 
principle which, he said, had obtained 
very Wide acceptance among British town 
planners. He had recently gone through 
most of the county borough development 
plans and had found that in plan after 
plan the layout had been devised accord- 
ing to the neighbourhood principle. In 
a survey he made some years ago he 
found that just over 80 per cent. of the 
planners employed the principle in some 
way or another in the plans for which 
they were responsible. 

This was after a period in which the 
whole idea had been subjected to the 
most vigorous criticism from sociologists 
and other people, but the town planners 
had not seemed to be affected by those 
criticisms. Now the dispute about the 
principle appeared to have died away. 


Mixing Social Classes 


Why did planners want to mix different 
social classes in neighbourhood units—or 
in any other sort of planning unit? One 
reason, he had found (and the most 
popular) was that the experience provided 
from residence in mixed classes would 
have a good effect on the people and 
broaden their outlook. Towards the end 
of the war, with memories of mass 
unemployment in the ’thirties, it was felt 
that there might be a danger of the 
creation of a proletariat on classical 
Marxist lines if whole new areas of 
working-class dwellings only were cre- 
ated. This might be a source of social 
disruption. . 

A few people thought the mixture of 
the classes in the same unit would provide 
the working class with leadership. This 
might appear to sound patronising, but 
it was not necessarily so. 


Another reason, which was popular 
among planners, was that the neighbour- 
hood idea and the mixing of the classes 
would overcome architectural monotony. 

Mr. Collison then enumerated the con- 
clusions he had come to, based on 
research into many plans. 

First, the majority of people did not 
wish to live in a mixed class environment, 
even if they had had experience-of it. 


Near neighbours of the same social 
class got on better with each other than 
with people of different social classes. If 
people of widely differing social class and 
status were housed near to each other, 
tension between groups occurred. 

Even if people of different social 
classes were housed near to each other 
you did not necessarily have any better 
social contacts established thereby. 


Even when contacts were established, 
feelings of hostility between the classes 
were not necessarily reduced. To his 
own question—did this mean that the 
idea of the mixing of classes in a neigh- 
bourhood unit should be abandoned — 
Mr. Collison answered * No.’ 


From the research findings he had 
discovered that the whole problem of 
class mixing in housing had been con- 
sidered from the point of view only of the 
personal attitudes of the people con- 
cerned. Our ideas of social classes were 
highly ambivalent. We all wanted a 
bigger house in a more desirable location 
—and so on. But the majority of us 
objected to class segregation. 

What was the planner to do in these 
circumstances? Mr. Collison thought 
that if he were wise the planner would 
make a compromise. He would mix the 
social classes in a neighbourhood unit, 
but within the unit he would introduce 
some degree of segregation. That was 
one reason why sub-units of neighbour- 
hood units seemed to have come to the 
fore in recent town planning discussions. 


Then there was the small community 
idea, the desire to get back to the small 
integrated community which was _ sup- 
posed to be typical of the rural village. 
This idea was found mainly amongst 
planners. After pointing out that the 
village community and the planned small 
group were not necessarily similar socio- 
logically, Mr. Collison suggested that the 
neighbourhood unit idea could be used 
very well to encourage the rebirth of the 
small community spirit in urban areas. 

In doing something about the sort of 
life we were going to have in the new 
towns and new housing estates we must 
not over-emphasise the power which 
architects and town planners had in 
developing the community idea.

it clean with the minimum of effort. Experi- 
ence has proved that after 20 years’ service 
the amount of wear is negligible. 

The natural charm and atmosphere of an 
eighteenth-century farmhouse need not 
suffer in any way by the introduction of 
this modern type of floor covering. 
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HELP FOR HOME 
OW NERSHIP 
North Cotswold RDC's 


AN important change in policy was made 
by the North Cotswold RDC on 
November 6 when they decided to build no 
more council houses, except for slum clear- 
ance, and to concentrate all their efforts on 
helping individuals to build their own homes. 
In their report, the housing committee 
said the time had come when the building of 
further council houses, apart from those 
needed for slum clearance, could not pro- 
ceed without a substantial rise in the general 
level of rents, due to the withdrawal of 
government subsidies. If umnsubsidised 
houses were built their rents would exceed 
(with rates) £3 a week. The committee, 
therefore, recommended that ‘the council 
utilise their resources to provide houses of 
approved types for sale to individuals need- 
ing help in solving their housing needs, such 
resources to include help with regard to 
plans, sites, services, finance, etc.’ 

Major J. D. SUMMERS said: ‘I cannot 
accept the recommendation that this council 
should utilise their resources to provide 
houses for sale—that we as a council should 
build houses for the sole purpose of selling 
them. I also believe that although the counci! 
are entifled to provide sites, services and 
finances, they are not legally entitled to 
provide plans. I don’t think it is our job as a 
council to provide plans for individuals.’ 

Major C. JACKSON, housing committee 
chairman, replied: ‘ At present the council 
do not intend fo build houses for sale. Our 
aim now is to help the man to build a house 
who might find it too expensive to do so in 
the ordinary way. We give a site and the 
services, and we feel it would greatly help if 
we also gave him a plan. He could then 
say: That is too expensive,” or, “That is 
what I want.” If we produce a plan for a 
house which can be built for, say, £1,500 and 
another plan for a house costing more 
money, we shall be able to offer alternatives. 
Otherwise the prospective purchaser will 
have to employ an architect.’ 

After some discussion the final recom- 
mendation approved by the council was as 
follows: ‘Rather should this council utilise 
its resources to provide houses of approved 
types to individuals needing help in solving 
their housing needs, such resources to in- 
clude help with regard to plans, sites, 
services, finance.’

Lead and Zine 


THE Board of Trade are about to make 
arrangements for reducing their stocks of 
lead and zinc. This is in accordance with 
the policy announced in February in the 
Defence White Paper (Cmd.

The 
rate at which disposal will be made will 
not be decided until these discussions have 
taken place. No sale will be made before 
the middle of January, 1957.

Effects of the Suez Crisis 


OUNTING the cost of the Suez crisis 
has been assuming the guise of a 
political parlour game on the basis of any- 
body’s guess is as.good as the next one, but 
few members of Parliament can have bar- 
gained for so great a shock as’ Mr. Mac- 
MILLAN, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
administered in the Commons on December 
4, when it was his turn to have the stage. 
After a lengthy dissertation on the fall 
in the gold and dollar reserves and the action 
taken to halt this process and strengthen 
sterling, he went on to outline what the 
Government intended to do, in addition 
to mobilising external resources, to fortify 
the economy. He pointed out that the 
interruption of oil supplies from the Middle 
East and the dislocation caused by the clos- 
ure of the canal would add a fresh burden 
to the balance of payments. 
To correct this internally, demand would 


have to remain under restraint. ‘ First of all,’: 


he said, ‘the control over bank and other 
forms of credit, which has played so import- 
ant a part already, must be firmly main- 
tained and if need be strengthened. The 
hire purchase restrictions will continue. 
There well be no relaxation in the critical 
scrutiny of applications by the Capital 
Issues Committee. And I ask the banks and 
all those who provide finance or control its 
sources to restrict effectively the supply of 
credit.” 

Having done that Mr. Macmillan then 
gave the broadest hint ever to be given in 
anticipation of a Budget that he was plan- 
ning to increase income-tax. He gave it by 
way of explaining the reasons which pre- 
cluded him from introducing it now. How 
much that increase will be is a matter for 
the future, but it was an interesting feature 
that Mr. Macmillan did, in passing, draw 
attention to the fact that the standard rate 
had been reduced by one shilling in the past 
four years. 

On the whole, the Chancellor was opti- 
mistic about the success of his Budget sur- 
plus. ‘The overall out-turn will be better, 
not worse, than I forecast last April,’ he 
commented. He did not intend to introduce 
an interim Budget, nor did he intend to 
propose any immediate action about income- 
tax. ‘But,’ he went on, ‘I must warn the 
House and inform the world that the 
Government will not hesitate to use this 
weapon if needed when the time comes.’ 
What would be required: would be far more 
easily judged in three or four months when 
it should be possible more precisely to judge 
the impact of the last four months on the 
economy. 

He then announced (as reported in our last 
issue) his intentions about raising petrol 
duty by 1s. a gallon, which was expected 
to yield about £30m. in the remaining four 
months of the financial year, or roughly 
about the sum the revenue will lose because 
of petrol rationing. He was at pains to 
emphasise that this was a temporary measure 
for the duration of the emergency ‘ or until 
at least a new Budget can review the whole 
situation.’ Later, he commented that he had 
used the word ‘temporary’ advisedly, and 
added that all taxation was subject to re- 
view by the House each year. ‘‘If the flow

of oil returns in full the revenue will be 
But there 
are many suspicions that this temporary 
measure may, like so many similar measures 
in the past, become so much a part of the 
national economy that its permanency will 
be assured. They have been to some extent 
allayed by the Chancellor’s statement on 
December 10 that ‘the increase will be 
applied no longer than is justified, and that 
it ‘will be reviewed at the time of the 
Budget.’ 


The Rent Bill 


PTHE Opposition began their all-out at- 

tack on the Rent Bill in Standing 
Committee on December 6 by moving an 
amendment to postpone the date of the 
operation of the section increasing rents 
for 12 months. Their reason for this action 
was ostensibly to prevent a further rise in 
the cost of living over and above that which 
they feared would arise from the Suez 
crisis, but it was in effect another attempt 


to carry out their avowed intention of re- - 


jecting the Bill. 

The committee proceedings opened with 
a protest from Conservative and Labour 
members alike at the proposal by Mr. 
DUNCAN SANDYS, the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, that the committee 
should sit for three, instead of the cus- 
tomary two, days a week. This came as a 
surprise to most members, who reacted in 
no uncertain manner, complaining that they 
had had no notice of this move. One Con- 
servative indicated that it would be impos- 
sible for him to attend for three successive 
days a week. 

The Minister, explaining that his inten- 
tion was entirely in the interests of securing 
a quicker passage for the Bill, apologised 
for his omission in not giving notice. He 
felt that unless the Bill became law quickly 
controlled properties which became empty 
would remain so until it was passed, be- 
cause if they were re-let they would remain 
under control. Having heard the protests, 
and entered a caveat that the progress 
made would determine the number of days 
they sat, he withdrew his proposal for a 
sitting on Wednesdays. 

Mr. Sandys, in replying to the Opposi- 
tion’s amendment postponing the operation 
of the Bill, said that there was already pro- 
vision for four months to elapse before 
there was any raising of the rents. His 
belief was that this was a fair measure and 
that a reasonable amount of notice had 
been provided. If there was a postpone- 
ment for 12 months the period of notice of 
raising the rents would only be three 
months and he did not believe that would 
meet the wishes of the Opposition. 

The amendment was rejected by 23 votes 


to 16. 
A DRAMATIC speeding up in the pro- 
gramme for nuclear power produc- 
tion is expected to be announced by the 
Minister of Fuel and Power before the 
House of Commons rises for the Christmas 
recess. Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, speaking during 
the two-day censure debate on the Govern- 
ment’s policy over Suez, said on Decem- 
ber 6 that they might reasonably hope for a 
significant speeding up in the programme. 
‘Something vaster than we were able to 
envisage in the White Paper of 1955,’ was 


Nuclear Energy 
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It had been felt by some 
members recently that the crisis had 
demonstrated the vulnerability of the 
British economy to political or nationalist 
ferment in the Middle East, because of her 
dependence on oil from that area, and that 
this made it all the more urgent to press 
ahead with renewed vigour to find an alter. 
native method of providing power. 

In the Commons on December 5, Mr. 
MASON asked the Lord Privy Seal to what 
extent the Atomic Energy Authority were 
giving consideration to the building of 
atomic energy package stations. 

Mr. BuTLER.—The authority are examin- 
ing a number of advanced reactor systems, 
some of which may be particularly suitable 
for development on a small scale, but none 
is likely to reach the stage of commiercia] 
use for some time. 

On the same day, Mr. WARBEY asked for 
the prospective completion dates for Calder 
Hall No. 2 unit and for the two units under 
construction at Chapel Cross. 

Mr. BuTLeR said the Atomic Energy 
Authority expected that the second unit of 
Calder Hall would be completed in the 
autumn of 1958, and that the two units at 
Chapel Cross would be completed during 
1959. 

Mr. WaRBEY.—Does not this very re- 
markable rate of progress show what might 
be done in the field of civil construction of 
atomic power stations if similar priority and 
urgency were given, and will the Govern- 
ment see that, in view of the great need to 
replace oil supplies, similar urgency will be 
given? 

Mr. BuTLerR—I am glad Mr. Warbey 
acknowledges that there is great pressure 
on the production of the second unit at 
Calder Hall and the other two units at 
Chapel Cross, and I can assure him that 
the Government are giving urgent attention 
to the point he has put so forcibly. 


“Conversion of Regent’s Park 
Houses 


TPPHE Minister of Agriculture as Commis- 

sioner for Crown Lands was asked in 
the Commons on December 6 about 
premises in Regent’s Park, London, which 
were either vacant or in use as offices and 
what plans he had for converting them into 
flats as a contribution to London’s housing 
problem. 

Mr. HeaTHcoAT Amory said that Crown 
properties in Regent’s Park which were at 
present vacant and in hand were 50 Nash 
terrace houses and 27 mews flats. 

Mrs. LENA JEGER asked if the Minister 
would do all he could to ensure that these 
77 properties were made fit as quickly as 
possible for people to live in because of the 
serious housing shortage in London. 

Mr. Amory said he agreed that that was 
desirable, but there were particular difficul- 
ties in this case. There were negotiations 
for the majority of the houses in Cumber- 
land-terrace to be made available as 2 
hostel for the London University, but the 
university had decided finally that they did 
not want them for that purpose. That had 
caused the present position. As Mrs. Jeger 
knew, it was not merely a question of con- 
version, but of long-term reconstruction of 
these Nash terrace houses, which was a big 
project. 

Mr. Amory said that there were 178 
houses in Regent’s Park at present held for 


his description.

purposes. The future of those houses would 
be considered by the board of Crown Estate 
Commissioners which was about to be 
appointed. 

Mrs. JEGER urged the Minister to take 
the best possible advice about the conver- 
sion of these houses back to residential use. 
In many parts of London, she said, big 
houses had been converted in a practical 
way for family living, and this could make 
a contribution not only to the housing diffi- 
culties, but also by reducing the number of 
people employed in offices in the central 
area it would help to solve the travelling 
problem as well. 

Mr. Amory Said that he agreed with Mrs. 
Jeger, and believed that the solution she 
posed was the kind of long-term solution 
which ought to be adopted. But unfortu- 
nately it could not be done piecemeal. The 
whole project was enormous. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


London Factory Building 


Mr. Jay asked the President of the Board 
of Trade what action he intended to take 
to restrain the further growth of factory and 
oftice employment in the London area, which 
was leading to overcrowding of housing and 
other public services. 

Mr. Errowi, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Board of Trade, replying on December 4, 
said: The President of the Board of Trade 
will continue the policy of successive 
Governments in resisting, where he has the 
powers to do so, the introduction of new 
industrial firms into the London area. Appli- 
cations to extend by firms already established 
in the area will continue to be dealt with on 
their merits. He has no powers over 
offices as such. 

Mr. Jay said that the housing situation 
in London was worse now than it had ever 
been because of the excessive growth of 
factory and office employment. Would the 
Board of Trade really take their powers a 
little more seriously? 

Mr. ERROLL said that he had investi- 
gated this matter carefully, and he was sure 
that the department were taking their powers 
seriously, indeed, but there were a number 
of factors to take into account. 


Local Authority Housing 


Mr. REDHEAD asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government how many 
local housing authorities had informed him 
of the cessation of their house-building pro- 
gammes in consequence of the withdrawal 
of subsidies and higher interest charges. 

Mr. DuncaN SANDYS, in a written reply 
on December 4, stated: I have asked local 
authorities to let me have particulars of 
their current housing programmes. I will 
publish the figures as soon as the returns are 
complete. 

Mr. REDHEAD asked the Minister if he 
would send a circular to all local authorities 
asking them to provide a return which 
would enable him to furnish information 
about the total number of applicants for 
housing accommodation on the waiting lists 
of local housing authorities in England and 
Wales. 

Mr. SANDYs (replying on December 4): 
The waiting lists are unreliable as an index 
of housing need. 


Southampton Development Plan 


Mr. JoHn Howarp asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, what his 
policy was about the proposed south-western 
sector of the inner ring-road west of High- 
street, Southampton, and when he expected 
to give a decision on the development plan 
for Southampton, for which a public inquiry 
was held in February, 1952. 


Mr. Sanpys (replying on December 4): 
I have now approved the Southampton 
Development Plan. I understand that the 
council intend soon to propose, as an amend- 
ment to that plan, the addition of a south- 
western sector to the inner ring road. 


St. Paul’s Precincts 


Mr. JOHN PARKER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on Decem- 
ber 3, what further action he proposed to 
take about the planning of the precincts of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. 


Mr. SANDYS, in a written reply, stated: I 
am waiting for the London County Council 
to submit for my consideration an amend- 
ment to the County of London Develop- 
ment Plan making new provision for the 
planning of the precincts. 


Victoria Station Development 


Mr. GouaH asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government what progress had 
been made in the consultations between his 
department and the London County Council 
after the rejection by the counci] on October 
6 of several schemes for the development 
of the area over the tracks adjoining Vic- 
toria Station, London. 

Mr. DUNCAN SANDYS, in a written reply 
on December 6, stated: There have been no 
such consultations. The council have asked 
to be informed of the intentions about trans- 
port links with London Airport and as soon 
as the Minister of Transport and Civil Avia- 
tion has any further information to give on 
this matter it will be made available to the 
council. 


Lambeth Bridge Roundabout 


Mr. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the 
Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation 
what was the estimated cost of the projected 
roundabout at the southern approach to 
Lambeth Bridge; what would be the approxi- 
mate cost of a flyover and underpass; and if 
he would substitute such a scheme for the 
roundabout to enable the maximum flow of 
traffic to use it. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, in a written 
reply on December 6, stated: The estimated 
cost of the roundabout is £50,000. A fly- 
over or underpass would probably cost more 
than £1m., and a roundabout would still be 
necessary for the large volume of’ turning 
traffic. Such a scheme would be a matter 
in the first place for consideration by the 
London County Council as improvement 
authority, but because of its cost and the 
need to carry out urgent schemes elsewhere 
in London, I do not propose to ask them to 
consider it in preference to the roundabout, 
on which work started on December 3. 


Unemployment in Building 
Mr. Dye asked the Minister of Labour 
on December 6 how many building trade 
workers were registered as unemployed at 
the latest available date in Norfolk, Nor- 
wich and Great Yarmouth. 
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Mr. Macteop: At November 12, 1956, 
the figures were 168 at Norwich, 56 at Great 
Yarmouth and 114 at all other employment 
exchanges. 


Mr. Dye asked if the Minister was aware 
that building trade employers in the area 
were apprehensive that those figures of un- 
employment would increase considerably in 
the next few months because of a lack of 
projects coming forward. Would the 
Minister convey to the Ministers of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, Health and Edu- 
cation the need to release work to be done 
in the near future? 

Mr. MACLEOD said that there was always 
some seasonal unemployment at this time, 
but he took the point which Mr. Dye men- 
tioned about public works. The only one 
he knew about was that of school building 
which was important in that area. The num- 
ber of people engaged on school building 
work had in fact increased this year. 


BUILDING RESEARCH, 
AUSTRALIA 


Annual Report for 1955-56 


HE annual report for 1955-56 of the 
Division of Building Research, Com- 
monwealth Scientific and Industrial 
Research Organisation, Graham-road, 
Highett, $21, Victoria, Australia, states that 
the building industry in that country is 
becoming increasingly aware of the value 
of research. 

During the year the work of the Division, 
states the report, was directed mainly to 
basic and applied research on building 
materials and to investigations relating to 
architectural acoustics and the thermal 
characteristics of buildings. As in recent 
years, progress was seriously hampered by 
inability to obtain staff of the high calibre 
required for research work. This pre- 
vented the starting of active work on the 
systematic investigation into the problems 
of the fibrous plaster industry. However; 
with the return to Australia of Mr. K. G. 
Martin, who had spent two years in Eng- 
land, Europe and USA obtaining training 
and experience in the chemistry and tech- 
nology of bitumen, it has been possible to 
intensify research on bituminous materials, 
particularly their application to flat roof 
construction, a field in which there is a 
great deal of interest. 

The building industry is becoming in- 
creasingly aware of the value of research. 
Co-operation with the clay industry has 
been greatly strengthened during the year 
and, in addition, the Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation of New South Wales is co-operating 
with the Division and the Building Research 
Liaison Service of the Commonwealth 
Department of Works in conducting full 
scale field trials of lightweight plaster. 

The highlight of the year, the report con- 
tinues, was an informal meeting in April 
of the directors and representatives of 
building research organisations in the 
United Kingdom, USA, Canada, South 
Africa, India, Pakistan and Australia. This 
meeting,- which was the sé¢cond of its kind, 
served a most valuable purpose in enabling 
the directors to interchange ideas and co- 
ordinate their activities to ensure the most 
effective use of the limited staffs and 
facilities available in the various countries 
represented. 
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OVERBUILT PARIS 


Ineffective Measures to Reduce 
Congestion

HH OLIDA Y-makers in Paris last sum- 

mer found it almost as congested 
as London. Lovers of Paris are becom- 
ing more and more indignant at the lack 
of thought for the future shown by those 
who are responsible for crowding more 
and more people into the capital of 
France. The latest crime against good 
taste and sense is the decision that the 
Assembly of the French Union should 
leave its meeting place in the Palace at 
Versailles and be installed in the Museum 
of Public Works in Paris. 


The transformation of a museum into 
an assembly hall will considerably in- 
crease -traffic blocks in central Paris, 
whenever the members and their staffs 
have to meet. The French taxpayers find 
that the money spent at Versailles on 
adapting rooms for the Union members 
has been largely wasted, and there will be 
a large expenditure on the conversion of 
the interior of one of the finest examples 
of modern architecture in Paris. The 
architect, the late Auguste Perret, before 
the war was responsible for what is 
recognised as being the only true museum 
in Paris, especially designed for a special 
’ function. Now it is to be used for a place 
for talk. 


Another development, which has 
aroused general protest, is the decision to 
build the headquarters for UNESCO 
side by side with the Military School, 
offending against aesthetic laws and town 
planning considerations. The City of 
Paris, the Urban and Rural League, the 
Touring Club and many other organisa- 
tions have strongly objected, but even the 
wishes of the Municipality, the owners 
of the land, had no effect upon those 
responsible for this body, which is cost- 
ing the taxpayers of the countries asso- 
' ciated with the United Nations several 
million pounds a year. Parisians certainly 
think the headquarters is in one of the 
worst possible centres from the point of 
view of traffic congestion, apart from the 
architectural objections. 


NATO Headquarters 


The headquarters of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation is occupying a good 
deal of room in the Palace of Chaillot. 
This is the old Trocadero, originally built 
for the 1878 Exhibition, and completely 
rebuilt for the 1937 Exhibition. The 
original building was made of hard white 
stone and red granite sawn into blocks, 
and was so solid that it had to be blown 
up with dynamite in 1936. The present 
building is now crowded with officials 
and visitors representing many nations, 
the majority having their expenses paid 
out of public funds, 

Naturally these and other headquarter 
staffs mean that much foreign - money, 
mainly in the form of dollars and sterling, 
is being brought into Paris, and this 
means great prosperity for Paris hotels, 
shops and restaurants. But the conges- 
tion is. becoming extremely serious, and 
bad housing is one of the factors which 


is making for considerable unrest and 
discontent. Housing conditions are partly 
responsible for the continued strength of 
Communism even at a time when there 
is little, if any, unemployment. 

On the credit side must be put the 
admirable planning of the Inner and 
Outer Circle. The Outer Circle links to- 
gether the 12 wide boulevards. There is 
also a wider circle of boulevards stretch- 
ing round the City for 23 miles. There 
are some 26 bridges across the Seine, and 


it is generally agreed that many of these, 


bridges, as designed by French architects, 
are amongst the most beautiful in 
the world. The Seine is about the right 
width for a bridge, a factor of which 
architects have taken full advantage, and 
a walk on either of the left or right bank 
means a succession of views of historic 
buildings, both ancient and modern. 
But behind these is increasing chaos. 
There are factories which give employ- 
ment to more than 300,000 work people. 
One morning, within a stone’s throw of 
the British Embassy in the very centre of 
Paris, I discovered a workroom in which 
skilled craftsmen were at work making 
saddles and harness. The Government 
last year took three drastic measures to 
try and stop the growing congestion. 


1. All building of new factories in 
the Paris region is forbidden. 


2. No longer can new offices be 
established in buildings already over- 
crowded. 

3. Permission is refused for the. 
building of any block of flats or offices 
which may reduce, or destroy, open 
spaces. 


Nevertheless, French families continue 
to pour into the Paris region, the popula- 
tion of which has increased by at least 
800,000 inhabitants since the end of the 
war. French people, therefore, point out 
that there is still a wide gulf between a 
law and its application. 


RIBA FORM OF 
CONTRACT 


Progress with Revision 


THE Joint CONTRACTS TRIBUNAL was fe- 
constituted in October, 1955, to comprise 
representatives of the Association of Munici- 
pal Corporations, the County Councils’ 
Association, the London County Council, the 
Urban District Councils’ Association and the 
Rural District Councils’ Association apart 
from the existing representatives drawn from 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
and the National Federation: of Building 
Trades Employers. A representative of the 
Metropolitan Boroughs Standing Joint Com- 
mittee was subsequently appointed in April, 
1956. 

The immediate task which faced the re- 
constituted Tribunal was to set on foot the 
necessary machinery to initiate the general 
revision of the RIBA Standard.Form of Con- 
tract. To this end considerable publicity was 
given to the fact that the Tribunal were pre- 
pared to receive observations upon the work- 
ing of the form and suggestions for amend- 
ment. A closing date of February 29, 1956, 
was given. As a result of this publicity the 
Tribunal received. documents from 134 
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bodies or individuals containing a tota! of 
over 1,400 points which, when summarised, 
occupied no fewer than 236 pages. To the 
present date some 500 of these points have 
received preliminary consideration by the 
Tribunal. 


Retirement of Mr. Tatcheli

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS | 


Factory Inspector’s Report for 
1955 


QR GEORGE BARNETT, HM Chief In- 
spector of Factories, in his annual re- 
port (HMSO, price 9s.), reviewed recent 
developments in the design of factory 
premises. The report states that, because 
the building of single-storey factories in the 
Midlands was fast producing ‘a state of 
affairs where there would be no room for 
further industrial development’ the Midland 
Regional Board for Industry had sponsored 
research into the relative costs and merits 
of various types of both single and multi- 
storey factory premises. It was hoped that 
some standardisation of a few definite types 
of factory buildings would result, for which 
there would be adequate data as to building 
materials, heating, lighting, ventilation, wel- 
fare facilities and, not least important, costs. 
Of accidents, there were 188,403 reported 
from all premises covered by the Factories 
Acts compared with 185,167 in 1954. Since 
1952, when the figure was the lowest re- 
corded since the war, there had been a steady 
increase in the number of accidents reported, 
due to the steady overall increase in 
industrial activity. The number of deaths 
at building operations, works of engineering 
construction and docks, etc., had tended to 
decrease, but progress was not so evident 
as in the case of factories. The Chief In- 
spector ‘looks to these industries to match 
the decrease in the number of fatalities 
which had been achieved in factories.’ 

A section of the report on accidents at 
building operations shows that the upward 
trend in the total number of accidents re- 
ported from these operations continued and 
was 5 per cent. higher than the previous 
year. The Chief Inspector says: ‘ After 
making due allowance for the fact that the 
standard of reporting is improving year by 
year,. thus increasing the known as against 
the actual number of accidents, there is no 
doubt that the building industry as a whole 
is not facing up to its responsibilities in the 
matter of accident prevention.’

A RECENT PAPER AT THE 


A PAPER on ‘ Building Construction 
™ and Fire Protection’ was presented 
by Mr. G. J. LANGDON-THomas, of the 
Building Research Station, at a general 
meeting of building surveyors of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
held in London on November 15. 

We take the following extracts from 
Mr. Langdon-Thomas’s remarks: 

To-day regulations governing struc- 
tural fire precautions are expressed in 
functional terms and not as previously, 
when the actual thickness of a wall was 
laid down. Typical current fire precaution 
by-laws read to the effect that a wall 
shall be non-combustible throughout and 
have a fire resistance of one hour ; a floor 
shall have a fire resistance of half-hour 
or a column a fire resistance of two 
hours. 

There are here two requirements—for 
non-combustibility and for fire resistance 
—-and it is necessary. to distinguish clearly 
between these two properties. The former 
is a characteristic of a material ; materials 
are either combustible or non-combus- 
tible, i.e, they either burn or do not 
burn. Fire resistance, on the other hand, 
is a characteristic of an element of 
structure, i.e., a wall, floor, column or 
beam, whether it is made of combustible 
or non-combustible materials. It is 
measured by the time during which an 
element of structure will resist a fire of 
prescribed severity without failure. 
Generally, the fire resistance of the 
elements of structure cannot be calcu- 
lated but can only be found by test. 
What is not always realised is that the 
fire resistance of elements of basically 
the same construction can be varied by 
suitable protection. Thus the one-hour 
fire resistance of a 44-inch brick wall 
can be raised to six hours by the appli- 
cation of a special plaster. 

Elements of structure are graded in 
the appropriate British Standard in a 
range from half-hour to six hours accord- 
ing to the time they will withstand the 
test conditions without failure, which is 
defined by one or other of the following 
factors : — 

(a) collapse ; 

(b) flame penetration ; 

(c) an increase in temperature on the 
face not exposed to the furnace at any 
time during the test of not’ more than 
250° F. (139° C.) above the initial 
temperature. 


Frames 


After describing in some detail the 
behaviour in fires of various types of 
combustible and non - combustible 
materials, the speaker continued: I will 
now consider in more detail the main 
elements of structure and I hope to 
indicate how the standards of fire resist- 
ance laid down in the by-laws may be 
attained. 

First let us consider the structural 
frame of the building which may be of 
steel, aluminium alloy or reinforced 
concrete. For many years steelwork has 
traditionally been encased in concrete,

usually 2 inches in thickness, or possibly 
in brickwork, both methods providing a 
high standard of fire resistance. To-day, 
however, there is a wide range of light- 
weight claddings which may be fixed to 
the steelwork. For these claddings or 
casings to the steelwork to be effective, 
they must prevent the temperature of the 
steel itself from rising to the limit of 
550° C. for the required period. A 
number of materials spring to mind; 
plaster either as a wet process on, Say, 
expanded metal, or as a preformed unit 
such as fibrous plaster, or plasterboard, 
or an asbestos insulation board may be 
used in various thicknesses to provide 
fire resistance to steelwork from half an 
hour up to two hours. Boards which are 
not plastered will provide little protection 
if flame and hot gases can pass through 
the joints between the various sections 
of the boards. It is, therefore, necessary 
to devise fixing and jointing methods 
which will allow for the expansion of 
the steel members, and will at the same 
time maintain a close-knit joint between 
adjacent boards. 

The fire resistance of a _ reinforced 
concrete member depends to a varying 
degree upon the nature of the aggregate, 
on the size of the member, and on the 
position, amount and the cover to the 
reinforcement. 

A great deal of research has been done 
on the subject of fire resistance of pre- 
stressed concrete. This shows that bv 
proper design, or by the application of 
protection to prestressed members, any 
required period of fire resistance can be 
attained. 


Walls 


Load-bearing and _  non-load-bearing 
walls may be required, according to 
conditions, to have a fire resistance from 
half an hour to as much as six hours. 
In the pre-war years, requirements such 
as these presented little or no problem— 
a 9-inch brick wall unplastered having 
a fire resistance of six hours. To-day with 
the advent of many new materials and 
methods of construction, the problem 
becomes more complex. 

A high standard of fire resistance may 
be obtained by using a very thick wall. 
This may not be convenient, for it is 
heavy and space consuming. Light-weight 
concrete block walling made with aggre- 
gates such as foamed slag, crushed brick 
or expanded clay, gives a higher fire 
resistance weight for weight than brick. 

Framed wall systems with internal and 
external linings, and perhaps some filling 
in the cavity, present rather .complex 
problems. The fire resistance of this kind 
of wall construction depends upon a 
number of factors: 


1. the type of framing ; 

2. the: nature of the internal clad- 
ding ; 

3. the nature of the external clad- 
ding ; 


4. the method of fixing the cladding 
to the frame ; 
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5. The treatment of the joints 
between the sections of the cladding ; 
and 


6. the nature and method of fixing 
of any infill in the cavity. 


Curtain walling presents similar prob- 
lems. The panels are supported by 
cladding rails and mullions which are in 
turn supported by the structural frame. 
These mullions and rails are usually of 
light metal sections, having in themselves 
no fire resistance. One solution to this 
problem is to build a wall or panel, 
having the required standard of fire 
resistance, on the floor slab behind the 
cladding. Care must be taken, however, 
to seal the horizontal joint between the 
cladding and the fire-resisting wall to 
prevent the possibility of vertical fire 
spread between the two elements of 
structure. 


Floors 


Floors, like other main elements of 
structure, are required in by-laws to have 
certain standards of fire resistance, 
ranging -from half-an-hour to one hour 
in domestic and small buildings to two 
or four hours in the larger public and 
warehouse buildings. 

An effective method of providing one- 
hour fire resistance in timber is by the 
use Of expanded metal and three-coat 
plasterwork. The expanded metal must 
be suspended clear of the joists by means 
of metal hangers if normal plaster is 
used, but if gypsum-perlite or gypsum- 
vermiculite plasters are used, the 
expanded metal may be fixed direct to 
the joists. Of the dry processes, the 
asbestos insulation boards may again be 
used but the method of fixing is some- 
what complex. Methods have, however, 
been evolved by the manufacturers which 
will meet the test requirements. 

In general the fire resistance of con- 
crete floors depends on their thickness ; 
a 4-inch slab with 4-inch cover to the 
reinforcement has a fire resistance of one 
hour, and a 6-inch slab with 1-inch cover 
has a fire resistance of four hours. Precast 
units supported on steel joists or lattice 
type beams are often used, jand it is 
necessary to protect the steelwork with 
a ceiling to the full period of fire resist- 
ance required for the floor. 

_ Prestressed concrete floor units present 
similar problems to those of columns 
and beams, but protection either in the 
form of concrete cover to the wires, or 
in the form of a suspended ceiling will 


enable any period of fire resistance to 
be attained. 


Roofs 


The last of the main elements of 
structure is the roof for which, to date, 
no standard test is available. In the by- 
laws no standards of fire resistance are 
laid down for roofs, but it is usually 
desirable in a large multi-storey building 
with concrete floors, to use a concrete 
roof of the same fire-resistance as the 
floors. 

Experience shows. that the traditional 
types of roof covering suchas tiles; Slates 
and the sheet metals—all of which are. 
of course, non-combustible—will provide 
adequate protection against penetration 
of fire, although in the standard fire 
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resistance test they would have a nil fire 
resistance. The standard fire resistance 
test is not, therefore, applicable, but fur- 
ther tests are now being considered. 

Of other non-combustible roof cover- 
ings, mention must be made of asbestos 
cement. Despite its liability to shatter 
when exposed to direct flame, it does 
nevertheless provide satisfactory protec- 
tion to the penetration of fire into a 
building, and is, therefore, an acceptable 
roof covering without restriction; but 
firemen view its shattering with concern. 


Conversions 


I have been asked to say something on 
the question of conversion of old build- 
ings into flats. The main problem resolves 
itself into two main factors, means of 
escape and the increase in fire resistance 
of certain parts of the structure, notably 
floors and walls separating flats. 

Floors in older buildings are often of 
timber with plain-edged boarding and a 
plaster ceiling, and give less than the half- 
hour fire resistance. To raise these floors 
to the required standard, a layer of 
4-inch plasterboard may be fixed to the 
underside of the existing ceiling. A 
problem often arises where the ceilings 
are of architectural interest or are heavily 
moulded, when the usual method of fix- 
ing plasterboard to the existing ceiling 
is not practicable. The half-hour fire 
resistance can then be attained by fixing 
over the plain-edged boarding, a layer of 
3/16-inch plywood or 1/8-inch hard- 
board to break joint with the boarding. 
This just gives the added protection 
against flame and smoke penetration. If 
the floor has tongued and grooved board- 
ing at least 1l-inch nominal thickness, no 
alteration will usually be necessary. 

When a floor of one hour fire resist- 
ance is required in these circumstances, 
it can be obtained by taking up the floor 
boards, fixing chicken wire between the 
joists and laying a cement-vermiculite or 
perlite plaster pugging, thus preserving 
the ceiling intact. 

Another point of weakness of the old 
buildings, from the standpoint of fire 
precautions, is the staircases. In order 
to provide safe means of escape, they 
should be enclosed by walls having a fire 
resistance of not less than half-an-hour. 
There should be no borrowed lights 
between the staircase and any habitable 
room. Fanlights in lobbies or corridors 
should be fixed shut and fitted with wired 
glass. 

Doors play an important part in fire 
safety, and under fire conditions they 
perform two functions—to prevent the 
spread of smoke and to check the spread 
of fire. In conversion of buildings into 
fiats, doors to escape routes should have 
a fire resistance of half-an-hour. It is 
possible to improve the standard of exist- 
ing thin panel doors by covering the faces 
of the door with a sheeting such as an 
asbestos insulation board or plasterboard 
and by increasing the depth of the rebate. 
Alternatively, the panels may be filled 
with one of these boards and the whole 
surface covered with hardboard. 
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HOLLAND’S BUILDING PROGRAMME 
By J. Grindrod 


IN the 1956 estimates of the Nether- 

lands Ministry for Reconstruction and 
Housing, fis. 1,647 million was set aside 
for new buildings, reconstruction and 
building extensions, while “fils. 400m. was 
earmarked for road building and hyd- 
raulic engineering projects, making an 
overall total of fils. 2,047m. The corre- 
sponding figures for 1954 (actually spent) 
were fis. 1,500m. and fis. 328m. while 
those for 1955 (estimated) were fis. 
1,482m. and fis. 360m. 

Of the sum of fils. 1,647m. set aside for 
building work for 1956, fis. 900m. was 
assigned to house building. This 
compares with fis. 801m. in 1954 and 
fis. 830m. in 1955. Some 70,000 houses 
were expected to be built for this figure. 

Allocated for the construction of in- 
dustrial buildings in 1956 was the sum of 
fls. 240m. compared with fis 201m. in 
1954 and fis. 175m. in 1955. 

It was expected that over the building 
industry generally the year 1956 would be 
one of intense activity. 


The Netherlands Minister of Transport 
and Waterways stated that the 1956 pro- 
gramme for reclaiming the former Zuider 
Zee aimed at the completion of dyking 
Oost-Flevoland (540 sq. km., or 135,000 
acres), the third largest polder to be 
tackled in this scheme, following the com- 
pletion of the Weiringermeer (50,000 
acres) and the North East Polder (120,000 
acres), which have already been put under 
cultivation. Following the completion of 
the dyking at Oost-Flevoland a start will 
be made with the drainage of the area. 


By 1957 the building of farmhouses 
will have been completed in the North 
East Polder so that, subsequently, it will 
be possible to make a start with the 
building of farmhouses in Oost-Flevo-

land, which, by that time, will have been 
drained. 

During 1956 the first operations huve 
taken place in the construction of dykes 
for the fourth polder in the Zuider /ee 
area—the Markerwaard (135,000 acr:s), 
The north-east dyke was built {irst, 
as it will, among other things, prov de 
a connection by road between Lelys: id, 
the future capital of the reclaimed «1:a, 
and Amsterdam. 

In the 1956 estimates of the Min.siry 
of Transport and Waterways a subsi«n- 
tial item of fis. 35m. was allocated 
for the execution of the so-called Deita 
Plan, which envisages a better protection 


of the south-west of Holland agzinst | 


storm-engendered floods. It comprises 
the closure of four out of five sea arms 
in that area by short heavy dykes, which 
altogether will be about 124 miles long. 
This enclosure will, at the same time, 
bring about an improvement in the fresh 
water economy of a large part of the area. 


As part of this great project a start was 
made in 1956 with the preparatory 
work for the execution of the Three 
Islands Plan. This comprises the laying 
of two dams, each 14 miles long, between 
the islands of Walcheren and South 
Beveland (already connected) and the is- 
land of North Beveland. The most 
westerly dam, i.e., the one. between Wal- 
cheren and North Beveland, will, at the 
same time, be the first of the four en- 
closing dams under the Delta Plan. 


Also included in the 1956 estimates of 
the Ministry of Transport and Waterways 
was an item for_the building of a new 
laboratory for hydraulic research. It will 
be used to house the models to be em- 
ployed in carrying out the Delta Plan.

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THE NEW FUEL TAX 


Protest by British Road 
Federation 


HE British Road Federation have issued 

a statement protesting at the increase 

of 1s. a gallon in the tax on petrol and 
diesel oil. 

‘With trade and industry’s road transport 
already hamstrung by the uncertainty of 
fuel rationing,’ says the statement, ‘an in- 
crease of 40 per cent. on the already high 
tax makes it appear that the Government 
js expecting road transport to bear the brunt 
of the cost of a closed Suez Canal. 

‘The increase will have to be passed on 
through goods and services to every family, 
and it will be astonishing if the Chancellor’s 
forecast that the net result will be an in- 
crease of only one-third of a point in the 
cost of living works out in practice. The 
Federation, which represents a quarter of a 
million firms using road vehicles, protests 
most strongly at the Government’s action.’ 


Letter to Chancellor 


LorD DERWENT, chairman of the British 
Road Federation, has asked Mr. Macmillan 
to promise that the fuel tax increase will 
come off when rationing ends. In a letter 
delivered to the Treasury on December 5, 
Lord Derwent says ‘I deprecate most 
strongly your action in increasing—by 40 per 
cent.—the already high rate of duty on 
motor fuel from 2s. 6d. to 3s. 6d. a gallon. 
The need to protect and restore the balance 
of our external and internal economic posi- 
tion in the circumstances that have arisen is 
appreciated, but the immediate impact of 
the increase in fuel tax falls on one section 
of the community only and my Federation 
feels that some greater equality of sacrifice 
should be worked out.’ 


The Chancellor’s claim that it is right 
to guard a commodity as precious as oil now 
is by taxation as well as by rationing. is 
rejected as ‘insupportable in practice.’ 


‘If the-purpose of the increased tax,’ the 
letter continues, ‘is purely fiscal—to main- 
tain the revenue yield from fuel taxation— 
then my Federation greatly regrets that HM 
Government has failed once again to realise 
that the fuel tax, by its very nature, is a tax 
on the tools of industry, and, as such, is a 
bad tax. 


‘On behalf of my Federation and in view 
of the seriousness of the effect of the new 
rate of tax I would ask you to reconsider 
your decision, or, at the very least, to make 
an immediate and unequivocable declaration 
that the increase of 1s. per gallon will be 
applied for certainly no longer than the 
period of the fuel rationing scheme.’ 


Road Haulage Association’s Views 


THE Road Haulage Association has sent 
a telegram to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer asking him to arrange that petrol 
for use in commercial vehicles should be 
coloured and exempt from the additional 
tax of 1s. a gallon, and that all diesel oil 
should be exempt. 


The telegram says that the situation in 
the Middle East already threatens serious 


losses for independent road hauliers, who - 


are bearing the full brunt of fuel restrictions 


and will suffer still more when rationing 
comes into force. The ‘completely unjusti- 
fied ’ general increase in the cost of fuel may 
make it impossible for many of them to 
remain in business. 


Independent hauliers will have to meet a 
total extra fuel bill of £15m. a year. This 
will increase their total costs by 5 per cent. 
and must inevitably be reflected’ in 
immediate increases in rates. 


The Association has a membership of 
17,000 hauliers, operating a total of 100,000 
commercial goods vehicles. 


ROAD FREIGHT CHARGES 
74 per cent. BRS Surcharge 


BRITISH ROAD SERVICES announce that in 
order to meet the current increase in the 
cost of fuel, a surcharge of 74 per cent. will 
be added to all invoices for general haulage, 
parcels, and tank haulage, as from Thursday, 
December 6. For other classes of business 
where individual quotations are made for 
specific work, the appropriate surcharge will 
be embodied in the quotation. 


Road Haulage Rates Increase 


AT A meeting in London on December 7, 
the national rates committee of the Road 
Haulage Association considered the effect of 
the increase in the price of liquid fuel and 
decided that an immediate emergency sur- 
charge of 10 per cent. be added to road 
haulage charges. 


PETROL RESTRICTIONS 
Loss of Building Efficiency Feared 


A FEAR that petrol restrictions would result 
in loss of efficiency and increased operating 
costs for builders was expressed by Mr. E. G. 
LLEWELLYN, president of. the Southern 
Counties Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, when he spoke at the annual dinner 
of the Southampton and District association. 
It was the plain duty of everyone to increase 
efficiency and reduce costs, said the speaker. 
and they were all the more worried about 
petrol rationing. Many of their members 
might have very great difficulty in carrying 
on their businesses at all. The Federation 
was making strenuous efforts to get some 
practical recognition of the dilemma in which 
builders found themselves. 


Mr. A. L. BAILEY, president of the South- 
ampton association, said he still felt that we 
in this country, with a combination of good 
design, good organisation and good work- 
manship, were on the average producing 
much better buildings than their friends in 
various parts of Western Europe. 


Underwater Ballistics Laboratory

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BEATING THE PETROL 
SHORTAGE 


Possibilities of Electric Vehicles 
for Builders’ Transport 


({URRENT difficulties in obtaining 

motor fuel, coupled with warnings 
that petrol may be scarce and even more 
costly for an indefinite period, have led 
many builders to consider possible alter- 
natives to their existing transport. The 
battery-electric vehicle, in particular, has 
been the subject of considerable inquiry. 


There are about a dozen electric 
vehicle manufacturers in this country. 
Recent registration figures show that 
some 30,000 battery-electric road vehicles 
are in use, of which about 3,500 are 
pedestrian-controlled units (* prams’) and 
the remainder works trucks and delivery 
vans, the latter generally ranging from 
10 cwt. to 30 cwt. in capacity. In the 
main, the delivery vehicles are used for 
regular rounds over short distances, 
such as the delivery of milk, bread and 
groceries. A number are, however, being 
applied to operations more analogous to 
those of the builder, such as road main- 
tenance and the transport of coal and 
other sacked material in open trucks, and 
the present situation may well give a 
fillip to their use in these directions. 


Battery-electric vehicles are essentially 
most suitable for short runs from a cen- 
tral depot, as with the batteries at present 
available their maximum range between 
each battery charge is only 40 to 50 miles. 
The capital cost varies considerably 
according to body type, but generally 
may be reckoned as from 25 per cent. to 
334 per cent. more than that of a com- 
parable petrol-engined vehicle. To the 
first cost of the vehicle must be added 
that of a charger (from £66 to £115 
according to capacity). Batteries are 
usually obtained on a rental basis, which 
costs from £35 to £88 a year. 


On the other hand, fuel costs compare 
favourably with those of petrol or diesel 
vehicles. It is usually reckoned that a 
10/12-cwt. vehicle will travel 1} miles on 
a unit of electricity, and that vehicles of 
from 20 to 30-cwt. capacity will cover 
from 4 to 1 mile per unit. On this basis, 
the manufacturers claim that a 30-cwt. 
vehicle covering 175 miles a week, with 
electricity at one penny a unit, will cost 
approximately £2 8s. to run, including 
battery depreciation. Assuming a con- 
sumption of 12 mpg, petrol and oil costs 
for a comparable vehicle may be put at 
about £3 8s. for the same mileage. 


Electric vehicles have an additional 
advantage in simplicjty of maintenance. 
As the motion of the motor is rotary in- 
stead of reciprocating, many of the parts 
normally most subject to wear—pistons, 
cylinder walls, crankshaft, etc.—are 
eliminated. 

To sum up, it may be said that 
although extensive experience of their 
use under building trade conditions is 
lacking, battery-electric trucks might well 
give a good account of themselves on 
suitable operations, such as linking the 
depot with reasonably nearby sites.

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‘INTELLIGENT USE OF 
TIMBER’ 
Importance of Correct Moisture 
Content 


SERS of wood are nowadays well aware 
of the importance of moisture content. 
Architects in particular pay special atten- 
tion to the subject, recognising, for example, 
the advantages that may be gained in con- 
nection with internal joinery work. They 
know that wood is a hygroscopic material 
which will always try to attain equilibrium 
with the humidity of the atmosphere around 
it. Thus, by ensuring that joinery is made 
up and installed at a moisture content figure 
suitable for the position and conditions in 
which it is to remain, ‘movement’ or ‘ work- 
ing’ is reduced and the results of painting, 
polishing and so on are improved. It is 
noteworthy, too, that wood will not decay 
if its moisture content is down to 20 per 
cent. or less. When wood is to be treated 
with a preservative it is an advantage for 
the moisture content to be below fibre 
saturation point. 


To assist users of timber in specifying 
suitable moisture contents for various 
purposes, the Kiln Owners’ Associa- 
tion (15 New _ Bridge-street, London, 
EC4) has produced a _ booklet entitled 
“The Intelligent Use of Timber.’ Copies 
of this. publication have been issued 
to some’ 8,000 architects and other timber 
users to whom it is likely to prove useful. 
Articles, reprinted in the booklet are by Mr. 
B. Alwyn Jay, deputy director of the Tim- 
ber Development: Association, and Mr. 
George A. Keer, deputy chairman of the 
Kiln Owners’ Association. 


For ready reference purposes, an ingeni- 
ous diagram is provided with the booklet. 
Reproduced by permission of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
the chart shows moisture contents of timber 
for various purposes ranging, for example, 
from 9 per cent. for wood work used in 
close proximity to sources of heat (including 
radiator casings, mantel pieces and so on) to 
18 per cent. for coffin boards and 22 per 
cent. for carcassing timbers. 


NEW TECHNIQUE IN 
DAM DESIGN 


_Savings from Use of Prestressed 
Concrete

-Argylshire, the water from which is used 
to. drive generators which wil provide Scot- 
jand ‘with an additional 20m. units of 
“electricity a year. 

~The» nevelty of the. dam is that it. is 
anchored: to the bedrock “of the valley by 
steel bars. When the concrete mass of the 
dam had, been built to the full height of 
F3 feet round these bars, a pull of 37 tons 


was applied to each by jacks, thereby bind- 
ing the top of the dam to where the bars 
are anchored in the bedrock. 

This system of anchoring, originally 
devised, in the case of dams, by the French 
engineers, Coyne and Freyssinet, and 
already successfully used for heightening 
existing dams, has led to the remarkable 
savings claimed by Mr. Banks, brought 
about by the fact that, using the new system, 
a far smaller volume of concrete is needed 
to hold back a given quantity of water. 

‘Experience with the Allt-Na-Lairige dam 
has strengthened my opinion that pre- 
stressed concrete dams have certain advant- 
ages over other types and, in ‘deciding what 
form of dam is most suited to a particular 
site, a prestressed concrete design should be 
considered with others which have proved 
successful hitherto,’ said Mr. Banks. 

In this case, had a gravity-type dam been 
built it could only have been built economic- 
ally to a height of 64 ft. As it was, the addi- 
tional 9 ft. in height made possible by the 
new technique had increased the total stor- 
age capacity by a*third. 


LCC 
Increase in Direct Labour 


A REVIEW of recent work undertaken by 
the Council’s direct labour force was sub- 
mitted on December 4 by the Housing Com- 
mittee. At present, the report states, the 
programme of the direct labour organisation 
is for the completion of rather more than 300 
new dwellings a year, but the committee re- 
commends that the organisation should be 
expanded so that the number of dwellings 
that may be built by the direct employment 


of labour may be increased to 400 a year and,’ 


furthermore, that (except as may be deter- 
mined by the Housing Committee) the 
modernisation and conversion of the Coun- 
cil’s older dwellings should be carried out by 
direct labour.

METHODS 


New Ideas to Speed Up 
Production 


NEw building methods to speed up pro- 

duction are being studied by leading 
British experts. They are the result of 4 
scheme to allow British building site agents 
to spend eight or nine months working on 
American building projects. 

The first to take part in a scheme, which 
was organised by Wates, Ltd., the building 
and civil engineering contractors, was Mr. 
NoRMAN WAKEFIELD, of Warlingham, 
Surrey, who has just returned from America 
after working at the Ogden Mills Estate, 
Long Island. 

Reporting on his visit, Mr. Wakefield 


said: I learned a lot from the Americans, | 
and my company hope to be able to intro- | 
duce some of their methods, including the | 


use of new power tools, over here. Many 
of these tools may not have ever been 
used in Britain before. Among them, for 
instance, is a taping machine for sealing 


the joints of plaster-board panels and a | 


special kit of power tools for hanging 
doors. . 

In two hours an American workman can 
fit all the door furniture, including bolts and 
locks, etc., for a house with 20 doors while 
under the English system, using a hammer 


and chisel, it takes from 20 to 30 minutes 


to fit one lock. 

Their system of unloading is very simple, 
but quite effective. Timber or structural 
steel is placed on small rollers on a lorry 
so that by loosening securing ropes and 
stopping the vehicle suddenly while in re- 
verse the whole load is shot over the back. 
This saves a tremendous amount of money 
and time when unloading and little, if any, 
damage is. done. In America it is nothing 
to see plasterers wearing stilts when making 
up ceilings. This obviates the necessity for 
trestles and boards. 

On the other hand, I was able to intro- 
duce. some English ideas in planning and 
progress. 

The Americans’ general approach to build- 
ing is different from our own; for instance, 
they use: a basically different type of con- 
struction, which is most refreshing and dis- 
pels the tendency to think that our way of 
building is the only way. They have differ- 
ent conditions to meet over there and 
whereas we make a roof to last the life of a 
house their roofs are almost universally 
made of asphalt shingle, the life of which 
is only about 20 years. 

Mr. Wakefield’s place on Long Island has 
now been taken by a member of Wates’ 
company in Dublin, Mr. Denis J. Kinane.

at Grosvenor House on November 27. He 
continued by saying that plastering was one 
of the oldest crafts and demanded a high 
degree of skill and although the LMPA was 
not as old as the craft, he recalled that the 
Association was founded in 1899 and had 
always shown a very keen interest in main- 
taining a standard of craftsmanship of which 
plasterers could be extremely proud.
